ONLY FEW KEMAIN 

It was also learned that instead 
of only twenty-six girls thirty-five 
left the school as a protest against 
certain policies established by the 
new school administration upon the 
removal of the superintendent, Miss 
Alma Holzschuh, and a number of 
members of the school faculty. Only 
thirteen of the fifty-four girls who 
were at the institution are reported 
to have remained. 

The walkout of the girls became 
known Friday when a group walked 
out in a body and started for Los 
Angeles, walking practically eighte¢h 
miles before they were met by county 
cars and taken to Juvenile Hall at 
their own request. Others in smaller 
groups had deserted the school for 
the hall earlier in the week, it was 
reported.

They were literally imbedded 
in layers of fat. There is plainly 
something in the medicine that 
to build up fat. 
Due to this “something,” the cows 
all gained flesh. One that weighed 
1120 pounds 130 days ago weighed 
1460 pounds when killed, showing an 
average gain of over two and one- 
half pounds a day for each of the 
days under treatment. 

Another indication of the curative 
effect of the remedy appeared when 
the. government inspector passed the 
carcasses as A-1 meat, fit for human 
food. If they had been killed 130 
days ago, they would have been con- 
signed to tanks and reduced to fer- 
tilizing material, whereas now they 
will be marketed as first-class meat. 
Quite positive proof of progress, isn’t 
it? A better proof of progress is the 
fact that these same cattle were 
semiofficially tested by the Assistant 
State Veterinary after they had been 
treated seventy days. That test was 
made to learn the progress of the 
treatment. It was as searching as such 
tests can be. There were in fact four 
tests: The Ophitralmic, or eye test, 
the interdermal, or skin test, the 
submucous, or mucous membrane 
test, and the subcutaneous, or tem- 
perature test. To some of the tests, 
all five cows reacted, and they were 
then again technically

METHOD OF DOSAGE 
The remedy consists of a liquid, 
which looks like tea. It is adminis- 
tered orally, through the mouth. A 
dose, consisting of from one and one- 
half to two ounces of the medicine, 
diluted in three volumes of water, 
is poured into the throats of the 
cows daily for five days, then for five 
days no medicine is given. At the 
end of the tenth day, the dosage is 
repeated for five days, then nothing 
is given for ten days. At the end of 
the twenty-fifth day the cycle is re- 

peated every twenty-fifth day. 
The widespread interest in this sub- 
ject naturally grows out of its mean- 
ing for mankind. We are told that 
aes are five forms of Tubercle ba- 
cllli: the human, bovine, avian, pis- 
cene and reptilian forms. With only 
the first however, does man 
come in close contact. Now, the late 
Prof. Pernot, who isolatcd the avian 
type, decl-red that if the bovine type 
lives awhile in a man it acquires the 
form and functions of the regular 


human type. Likewise, If man 
type gets sturted in a takes 
on the form of the bov ve. In 


other words, the types ap)..ur ‘to be 
changeable forms of the same organ- 
ism, which acquire differences due to 
their surroundings. 


RELATED TYPES 


“It has been established,” wrote 
Dr. Stitt, surgeon-general of the 
United States Navy, “that many of 
the tuberculous affections of man, es- 
pecially those of the skin, bones and 
mesenteric glands, are of the bovine 
type, while as a rule pulmonary end 
laryngeal lesions are of the human 
type. Experiments by various com- 
missions in different countries have 
shown that the human and bovine 
types are very closely related, ard 
that not only may a bovine strain 
affect man, but that human tubercle 
bacilli may affect young calves.” 

Dr. Stitt further declares that the 
little living rod, called the tubercle 
bacillus, causes one-tenth of al) hu- 
man deaths. Sir William Osler goes 
further: he declared one-seventh of 
all human deaths are caused by this 
microbe, but in the United States it 
causes only one-ninth of the human 
deaths. 


Some of the scientists present de- 
cided to investigate some of the cures 
of human tuberculosis attributed to 
Dr. Kirkpatrick's remedy. For he says 
it is just as effective in human be- 
ings as in dumb animals. And hu- 
man beings have been taking his 
treatment for more than fifteen years.

Whatever the outcome of the Geneva 
world conference on faith and order, the 


‘ fact that such a conference was called has 


a deep significance in these times when 
mankind has an urgent need of greater 
spirituality. Churchmen lately have com- 
plained of a growing indifference to Bible 
teachings and a dangerous falling off in 
church attendance. They have sought to 
present a united front to the powers of evil, 
and have resorted to many pious expedients 
to that end. 

This is well, for the work of the church 
In its support of high moral principles has 
been most salutary. Gibbon wisely held 
that religion was the chief aid of the magis- 
trate. That the apparently waning influence 
of certain religious bodies should be coin- 
eident with the growth of crime is some 
thing to be markad, though there are also 
plenty of other causes to which that situa- 
tion might be attributed. 

Mankind has need to renew and maintain 


rial affairs, there is more of spirituality in 


surface indications. Despite the efforts of 
those cynical philosophers who, if possible, 
would destroy his hope itn immortality, 
there always is at work the deeply lying 
force represented by man’s innate sense of 
justice and his belief in an after life for 
which the present is but a preface or prep- 
aration. 

Perhaps the most infinential leader of 
German philosophy was Immanuel Kant, 
who as a young man held that belief in 
God and immortality was untenable in the 
light of pure reason. But as an older man 
Kant wholly changed his view, and held 
that these greatest of all ideals were “pos- 
tulates of practical reason, and as such 
indispensable.” 

Most great scientists have been believers. 
Among these have been Newton, Faraday, 
Franklin, Maxwell, Kelvin, Raleigh and 
Pasteur, each strong in the faith Kelvin 
said it pained him to hear atheistic views 
expressed by men who never have known 
the deeper side of existence. Our own 
Robert Millikan declares: “To me it is un- 
at all.” He also has said: “I have never 
in God.” 

And yet those of little or no faith are 
numerous. They write crude treatises of 


they .are responsible for much of the crime 
now being committed? Leaving aside for 
the moment all orthodox views as to the 
exaltation and salvation of the individual

_ There are two kinds of twins:

Such twins 
naturally differ in appearance, dis- 
position and sex, just as brothers 
and sisters differ. Identical twins, 
however, can hardly be told- epart 
and their sex is always the same. 


veloping eggs of a newt biologists 
have produced the identical kind. 
Each comes from ~the separated 
half of a single egg. You can take 
any kind of an egg before it reaches 
the mulberry stage and jar the 
loosely held-together cells apart; 
then each separated group of cells 
will grow into a separate creature. 
If the cells are jarred into two 
groups there will be identical twins. 
If jarred into three groups there 
will be triplets. All.identical twins 
or identical triplets started life as 
a single individual and that indl- 
vidual was later on divided into 
two or three individuals. 

The Science of Life is a new sub- 
ject, yet biologists have already 
learned some things about fiesh 
and blood that would have been re- 
garded as unbelievable by our fa- 
thers and mothers. Prof. T. H. Mor- 
gan, for example, cut off a worm’s 
tafl and grafted the head of anoth- 
er worm ip the tail’s place, produc 
ing a two-headed worm.

Editorial Note: the following article 
by Maynard Dixon is reprinted from 
The San Francisco's. new 
journal of art criticism.

But while our painters concern them- 
selves with these, continuing in the 
mode, confirming themselves in an 
orthodoxy of modernism, a new order 
of architecture, developing out of 
present needs, calling for a corre- 
spondingly new order of ornamental 
and pictorial design, is growing up 
around them.

This is no plea for 100 per cent 
Americanism in art.

It would 
be foolish to deny or attempt to 
evade our .ultural heritage: the great 
“moderns” of France, the Renais- 
sance, the Middle Ages, Rome, Greece, 
Egypt, India, Japan and China, and 
ell the “Primitives” of the world. 
True also that, as a nation, we have 
not yet arrived at any uniformity of 
temperament and character; but we 
have @ certain flair, a certain speed 
and keenness, and these are asking 
to be translated into forms that are 
our own.

»| Of the total of $5,000,000 used dur- 


| ing the five days, $3,571,426. raised 
| through the issuance of 1017 mort- 
| gage and trust deed liens, was to be

| and to refinance old trust deeds by 
the issuance of new ones so that this 
amount is relatively static.

VALUATION 
IN COUNT 


Neighboring Area Gains 
$15,681,550 in Taxable 
Property in Year 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 13. (Exclusive) 
An increase of $15,681,550 in the val- 
uation of Orange county property 
taxable for county purposes was offi- 
cially reported today by Auditor W. 
C. Jerome, who released figures cov- 


ering scnool, road and special district 
valuations and municipal valuations 
reaching a grand total of $168,293,000, 
as compared to $152,611,450 for 1946. 
Jerome's figures represent an exact 
check upon the estimates announced 
a few weeks ago by Assessor James 
Sleeper, and show but slight change 
in the total as reported by the As- 
sessor. The Auditor, however, has 
segregated the valuations by districts 
and cities. 

The county valuation total is divid- 
ed, $60,667,750 inside of incorporatea 
cities and $99,625,250 in the road 
districts outside of the cities. The 
twenty-five road improvement dis- 
tricts in the county represent a val- 
uation of $17,779,590. 

Municipal valuations give all cities 
of the county an increase, with the 
exception of Anaheim and Fullerton. 
Huntington Beach gained $5,075,975, 
the largest ga™h of any city, which 
sends it ahead of Anaheim intv 
third place on the valuation scale, 
with a total of $11,875,425. Fuller- 
ton barely held second place, after 
dropping from $13,150,020, to $12,- 
733,210. Anaheim dropped from 
$7,832,400 to $7,824,090. Orange in- 
creased from $5,284,775 to $5,389,960. 
La Habra jumped from $944,365 to 
$973,245. Brea was raised from 
$1,229,960 to $1,306,115. Santa Ana 
increased from $%18,957,360 to $19,- 
951,770, a gain of $994,410. Newport 
Beach increased from $83,753,385 to 
$4,261,785. Seal Beach was raised 
from 81,440,240 to $1,540,785. Placen-

Q.: What type of ‘construction 
would you suggest for a residence 
that would be absolutely 
durable, heat resisting, and most of 
all—economical? 


A.: Undoubtedly the cheapest house 
that can possibly be built would be 
of wood construction. Now, if this 
same house was to be bullt with a 
plaster, or stucco, exterior on a metal 
lath or some Other fire retardant base, 
it would be fireproof to some extent, 
but not entirely. The latter type of 
a house would be good enough for 
the average family. Many stucco 
residences now being bullt are of 
wood frame construction with metal 
lath, or some patented lath, as the 
base for all the plastering, both in- 
terior and exterior, This type of 
construction is very good and it will 
retard heat and cold to a great ex- 
tent, but no house will be of abso- 
lutely fireproof construction unless it 
is bullt of masonry. Many people 
who want something more durable 
and more fire resistive than the type 
just described, usually employ brick 
with plaster exterior and interior. A 
house wth a fire-retardant exterior 
base costs about 10 per cent more 
than a frame house, and one with a 
fire-retardant base on both the in- 
terior and exterior costs about 18, or 
perhaps 16, per cent more. A brick 
house costs about 8 or 10 per cent 
more than a frame and stucco resi- 
dence of fairly good construction. 
One who is buliding a home should 
not hesitate to spend the additional 
money, for by building a better resi- 
dence it will not depreciate as rapid- 
ly, it will be more fire resistive, more 
economical, will retard heat and cold 
more readily, and the insurance pre- 
miums will be considerably less.

Official Declares City 
Leads in Control for 
F ostering Growth 


Application of engineering methods 
in the solution of the traffic problem 
has been thoroughly justified in Los 
Angeles in reduced accidents and 
congestion and an aid to industrial 
growth, according to a statement 
given the Builders’ Exchange by Dr. 
Miller McClintock, director of the Al- 
bert Russel Erskine Bureau of Har- 
vard University. He was the euthor 
of the traffic ordinances for Los An- 
geles, San Francisco, Chicago, Phila- 
deiphia and Boston, and is now in 
Los Angeles as consultant to the Los 
Angeles Traffic Commission. 

The Traffic Commission, which in- 
troduced pedestrian control, the load- 
ing-zone plan and other innovations 
in traffic regulation, is continuing its 
efforts to refine and amplify the sys- 
tem, says Dr. McClintock. Enforce- 
ment of the regulations here, he says, 
has not only added industrial growth 
in Los Angeles, but likewise proved 
of value in other parts of the coun- 


Dr. McClintock says the Traffic 
Commission is at present conducting 
studies of parking in. the central dis- 
trict and oo-aperating with the de- 
partment of electricity to design «a 
plan of progressive timing for traffic 
signals that will result in non-stop 
movement of traffic over the con- 
trolled streets. Los Angeles is tak- 
ing the lead, says the Harvard expert, 
in the consideration of the traffic 
problem as relating to industrial and 
residential growth.

Boston Medical Journal 
Reports Case 


WALTHAM (Mass.) Aug. 13. (Ex- 
clusive) ti of “liver ice 
cream” by Mise Marian Haywood, 
dietitian at Waltham Hospital, has 
saved the life of a Soy 16 years of 
age, who was slowly dying with per- 
nicious anemia.

Former Attorney-General of Australia Urges Com- 
plete Abolishment of Armaments 


HONOLULU (T. H.) Aug. 13. (Exclusive)—The complete abolishment 
of naval bases in the Pacific, as well as all battle fleets in this area, was 
advocated before the recent sessions of the Institute of Pacific Relations 
held here by F. W. Eggleston, formerly Attorney-General and Minister of 


Railways for Victoria, Australia. 

Mr. Eggleston, who is regarded as 
an authority on affairs in the Pa- 
cific region, has been a member of 
the institute for some time, and he 
has made a close study of naval ar- 
maments.

How long will it take to mctor over 
all the roads in California? This cas- 
ual inquiry, coming from out-of-State 
tourists, brings but vague answers. 
Frequently the visiting motorist an- 
nounces that he will be in the State 
for two or three weeks, and wants 
to see all he can in that time. 

The cold figures indicate that the 
average tourist has no idea of the 
amount of highways to be covered 
if the entire State is to be toured. 
From figures of the existing roads in 
California compiled by the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern Calitornia, a 
motorist traveling 200 miles a day 
would require more than one year

SAFETY INCREASED 


Purchase of an automobile does not 
make the average person more lable 
to accidental death than purchase of 
one’s own home, according to deduc- 
tions made from res obtained by 
Traffic Commission. . While the 
of gutomobile accidents is 
unnecessarily large, and every motor- 
ist should exercise care and« caution 
in driving, the fact remains that there 
are three times as many persons 
killed in the homes they live in than 
in the automobiles they ride in. 

During June of this year the Traffic 
Commission's show 580 per- 
sons were killed in thirty-six cities 
of the United States, with 8 total 
population of 13,300,000. 

For the same period 1540 persons 


were killed accidentally in their own 
homes. Of these, 570 died from falls, 
830 from burns and scalds, 270 from 
asphyxiation and suffocation, and 370 
from other causes. 
year there were 22,000 persons 

killed in automobile accidents in the 
United States, but the total mumber 
of accidental deaths from all causes 
reached a total of more than 85,000. 

Riding in or driving an automobile 
is comparatively safe. There are 
three times as many: pedestrians 
killed tn automobile accidents as per- 
sons riding in automobiles. The vast 
majority of motor-vehicle accidents 
result In damage to the machines or 
other property.

Los Angeles to San Diego: Few 
individuals going from Los 
Angeles to San Diego realize the 
vast amount of tistory that is at- 
tached to thé country through 
whieh they are driving. : 

Qne of the most noteworthy 
and historic pleces of interest is 
the Mission San Juan Capistrano. 
Situated as it is, practically half- 
way between the cities of Los 
Angeles and San Diego, it is eas- 
ily accessible te practically all 
motorists of Southern California. 

The mission was founded by 
Fra Junipero Serra on November 
1, 1774. The batiding now *tand- 
ing was formally started on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1797, and was finished in 
1806. The stones which were 
used in the mission were carried 
from the Canyon de Vieja, about 
six miles distant. During the 
year 1812, while a special mass 
was being celebrated and hun- 
dreds were congregated in the. 
auditorium, a tremendous earth- 
quake occurred. Portions of the 
roof gave way and tons of mor. . 
tar and stone crushed out the 
lives of thirty-nine men and 
women. At the present time 
there is located a mus¢um near 
the chapel wherein are found 
many interesting relics of the 
past. There is also a group of 
old pictures which were painted 
by unknown artists in the year 
1670, depicting various biblical 
scenes, such as the Crucifixion, 
etc 


The wood-carved statues were 
brought by the Spantards in 1776 
just after the mission was found- 
ed. One of these, of a mother 
and child, ts matchiess in its 
artistry. 

At this season of the year dur- 
Ing the noonday or early after- 
noon the weather at San Juan 
Capistrano is rather warm, but 


after passing through the doors 
of the mission and entering the 
patio, one. notices a very great 
change in the temperature, It be- 
ing about 15 deg. cooler inside 
than out on the boulevard. The 
reason for this is that the walls 
and doors are of great thickness, . 
many of them slightly exceeding 
seven feet. The flagstone floor-

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Rosy Outlook for Most Southland Crops 


Wide Range of Crops Justified —Orange Exports a Factor in Market—No 
Armistice Yet in the “Peach War"—Crape Crowers Cheered 
Up— Walnut Outlook Seems Especially Favorable 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA agriculture 
S has a much more promising outlook at 
this time than it had a year ago. While 
deciduous fruit growers, especially those 
looking to cannery outlets, will not expert- 
ence a profitable season, the citrus industry 
is enjoying high returns with prospects for 
the remainder of the season extremely 
good. The grape deal is under way, and all 
factors are optimistic, at least to the extent 
that thigyear’s season will be better than 
last. Field crops are in fair condition and 
the market outlook for them favorable. Al- 
though the Imperial Valley melon deal did 
not turn out as well as expected and some 
loss was incurred, other vegetable lines are 
firm with acreage of fall crops larger than 
last season 
Taking Southern California's agricultural 
industry ag a whole, the picture presented 
at the present time is typical. The situation

cents a pound are reported, but as a State- 
wide picture, there is no established price 
as yet. 

THE “PEACH WAR” 

The so-called “peach war” in the North 
is still at a deadlock at this writing, with 
the harvest ready. Growers and canners 
have not agreed on prices. The canners 
are offering a complicated sliding scale of 
purchasing, although outright offers of $15 
to $20, mostly the latter, have been made. 


Growers want $30 per ton for firsts and $15 
for seconds. Canners say that with the car- 
ry over (said to be 1,,300,000 cases) and 
the large pack in sight (perhaps 11,000,000 
cases,) they cannot afford to buy $30 peach- 
es. The sliding scale that canners propose 
is briefly this. If the total 1927 pack of 
clings does not exceed 8,000,000 cases grow- 
ers will receive $35 per ton. Should the pack 
be between 8,000,000 and 8,500,000, the prices 


on firsts will be $32.50 to the grower. The 
price is scaled down so that the larger the 


pack, the lower the price; an 11,500,000 case 
pack would mean $15 per ton for the grow- 
ers’ first grades. It is generally believed 
that few seconds will be canned. Grading 
standards imposed under the sliding scale 
plan of purchasing, would almost preclude 
any possibility of the utilization of this fruit. 

There are several criticisms of this pur- 
chasing plan. In the first place, it is gen- 
erally conceded that the pack will run over 
10,000,000 cases. E. E. Kaufman, Co-opera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service, seeg 300,000 
tons of clings and 185,000 tons of freestones 
in the State, as compared with 327,000 tons 
of clings and 214,000 tons of frees in 1926. 
The 1926 canned pack of clings was 13,654, 
758 cases; of frees, 817,319 cases. So it 
looks as if the pack this year would be over 
10,000,000 cases if the sliding scale of pur- 
chasing were accepted by growers. It has 
not been considered up to thig writing. 


empRasizes the soundness of our wide 
range of crop production. Some lines are 
having “hard sledding,” but there are oth- 
ers which are receiving a high average re- 
turn, so that the agricultural income of the 


South is maintained, and the financial re- 


views do not find it necessary to change the 
color allotted to this section on their busi- 
ness condition maps. Diversity in agricul- 
tural production “keeps the ‘White Spot’ 
white.” Southern California, therefore, has 
none of the worries of the one-crop areas. 

While the coming orange crop will be 
light, growers in some sections are finding 
that, as the fruit sizes up, a heavier set than 
first surveys indicated is on the trees. 
However, it is still difficult to estimate the 
extent of the crop. With the organized sys- 
em of marketing and the continued demand 
for our oranges, a short crop does not nec- 
ilment in returns to the 
industry. In fact, most often a reasonably 
short crop will bring a more than normal 
or above normal one. 

The market on Californta oranges during 
July has been strong with a steady rise un- 
til the last week, when the market eased 
off slightly. Weather conditions in the East 
have been favorable for a large consump- 
tion of oranges but it is generally felt that 
the market has reached its peak and ship- 
pers are prepared to slow down on ship- 
ments when cooler weather prevails in the 
consuming centers. During the last week of 
duly, f. o. b. quotations on Fancy Valencias 
were on the basis of $5 to $6 per box. 

BIG ORANGE EXPORTS 


. A feature of this season’s orange market- 
ing is the heavy export shipment that is 
now being made to Europe and the Orient 
through Los Angeles Harbor. The Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange states that its 
season’s total exports to Burope and the 
Orient will be between 550,000 and 575,000 
boxes, equivalent to over 1500 cars. The 
dev@opment of this outlet will, no doubt, re- 
act favorably. to the advancement of the in- 
dustry. 
During the past month, the California 
lemon market has been especially strong, 
with weather conditions ideal for their con- 
sumption. F.o.b. California quotations on

box; on choice $7 per box. 

The deciduous fruit situation in California 
is extremely discouraging at the present 
time, especially to peach and apricot grow- 
ers. The apricot season is practically over, 
and reports indicate that the canned pack 
is light, especially in the South where 
around 350,000 cases were packed. But two 
San Fernando Valley plants opened for 
*cots, and their pack was not heavy. Some 
fruit was also canned in the Riversidé coun- 
ty area. Prices in-the South were $35 a ton

Barley Is the Old Reliable Stand-by of 
Imperial Valley Growers 


By 


ARLEY, after having had a rather dis- 
mal year in 1926, is once more making 
its bow to the world in returns high 

enough to be worth while to the grower. 
Where the harvest prices of last year were 
about 98 cents, this year they were $1.40. 
Coftttrary to the growers’ experience in most 
seasons, the price continued to advance 
during the harvest period. This much dit- 
ferential has put the barley grower on a 
profit-making basis. 

Imperial Valley is no small producer of 
the State’s crop. Approximately 600 cars 
will go out from this district in 1927. . Much 
has already gone, but warehouses in the 
valley accommodate many cars that will be 
shipped in accordance with the market 
needs. The barley originating here is al- 
most always bright, plump and attractive, 
for there is no rain to tarnish the seed. It 
has a high germination test, and is regard- 
ed as an excellent seed grain. 

Barley is one of the eastest of crops to 
grow here and never fails to “make,” be- 
cause, during its growing period, there is 
always enough water. It requires no culti- 
vation after planting, and all work neces- 
sary may be done during the time of the 
year when outdoor work is most enjoyable. 
In fact, many growers who grow nothing 
else, plan for seVeral months of care-free 
vacation during midsummer. With good 
equipment, large acreages may be prepared 
for barley after the heat of summer is gone, 
and for this reason when prices are favor- 
able, barley growers tn the Imperial Valley 
occupy a pleasant position. Unlike dry 


< 
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farmers, their only gamble is the market. 
For several years, land for the planting of 
barley may be merely disked without any 
deeper cultivation; but after a time, the 
soil must be thoroughly torn up by either 
plowing or sub-soiling. From seventy to 
100 pounds of seed are sown, depending up- 
on the type of soil. “Lands” are laid up, as 
for alfalfa, each with its border and head- 
gate to receive the water. These “lands” 
are flooded with a large stream which, 
makes trrigation a comparatively quick op- 


eration. 

LESS PASTURING 

Many people who grow barley pasture 
their fields once or even twice. This is 
feasible since planting usually is done in Oc- 
tober and November, though barley planted 
as late as January~matures well. But vet- 
eran growers, for the most part have given 
up pasturing: despite the pleasant feeling 
of a pay check from this source, they be- 
lieve that, on the whole, returns are better 
when fields are not pastured. Land will 
grow barley as many as seven or eight suc- 
cessive years but after that time, alfalfa or 
some other soil builder ig used. Usually the 
alfalfa is retained as a crop for three years. 
After the three years, if the land is soft 
enough, it is used for vegetables. If not, 
after this change, the built-up land will 
yield fine barley crops, 


Early in the history of the valley, farm- 
erg were often profligate in the use of their 


soil, planting both barley and milo each

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Growers in the North are holding firm at 
$30 for their best fruit. It is obvious that 
canners have named no prices on canned 
stocks. 

Just how this situation will settle is hard 
to say. Many growers are willing to let 
their Tuscan clings drop on the ground. 
thus reducing the tonage of early fruit and 
the pack of this variety. The idea is that 
prices for later varieties may compensate 
for this loss. The situation seems to have 
resulted from two normal crops, one year 
after another, from an increasing acreage. 
Prices of as high ag $100 during war-time 
stimulated planting and the acreage is just 
now coming into heavy production. Canners 
are equally responsible with growers for 
this acreage. In fact, many were financially 
responsible for plantings. It seems that 
they should take some of the chances in 
such a situation as is presented this year, 
and not, as many “point out, endeavor to re- 
coup losses of last year in one season. 


INNOCENT BYSTANDERS HIT 


Here in Southern California, with some 
fine quality peaches ready for the cans, the 
effects of the Northern peach war are seen, 
and the grower finds himself in the role of 
the innocent bystander. Not many of the 
Southery California canneries are opening 
for peaches, Those which have, contracted 
earlier with their regular growers at not- 
named prices. Several contracts have been 
made with growers on the basis that they 
(the growers) will receive advance pay- 
ment of $10 per ton, then after deducting 
all of the packing charges, interest, etc., the 
canner reserves 10 per cent of the net sales 
price, the grower getting the rest. The 
peach association around Ontario succeeded 
in selling 1000 tons of Tuscans and all) of 
their mid-summer clings to a canner operat- 
tag in Ontario and Pomona on this basis. 
The association still has over 800 tons of 
Tuscans and all of their Phillips to sell. 

The canning situation has also reflected 
seriously on the shipping peach prospects 
and is showing up in the local market. An 
unusually large volume of fruit has been 
thrown on the markets, which is meeting 
with slow sale at extremely low prices. Late 
apricots are meeting the same fate. 


GRAPE OUTLOOK BRIGHTER 


With the 1927 grape deal now under way 
on early varieties, the outlook is much more 
favorable than last year. There are many 
reasons for this. The early grape ship 
ments were profitable; the juice grape crop 
is late, maturing about the time buyers are 
ready for them, and buying of futures has 
been quite heavy. In addition to this, a 
really important factor, both from a psycho 
logical and practical standpoint, the Cali 
fornia -Vineyardists Association, has made

“TO EMBRACE VALLEY 

VISALIA.—A valley-wide poultry associa- 
tion can very well be instituted in the San 
Joaquin Valley, according to the findings of 
an investigation committee appointed some 
weeks ago. A report of this body was made 
at a meeting in Visalia. The committee in- 
cludes W. B. Roby, Porterville;. J. J. Neilson, 
Selma and I. N. Foss, Tulare. The market- 
ing of poultry products and co-operative 
buying of feed will be in the working plan 
of the association. Valley poultrymen are 
expected to act upon the formation of this 
organization soon. 


GROWERS GET HALF 

SANTA MARIA.—Santa Maria vegetable 
growers are making approximately $150,000 
a month, according to figures given out by 
Cc. L. Neilson, inspector for the county hor- 
ticultural commissioner. From January 1, 
to July 23, $2,317,109.60 was paid for the val- 
ley vegetable crop, 50 per cent of which 
was distributed among the growers, the bal- 
ance going to packers for handling the crop. 
Ninety-six cars of lettuce were shipped 
from the valley between July 15 to July 27. 
Carrots, lettuce and cauliflower are the 
major crops being handled now. 


THE RENTER’S SILO 


EL CENTRO.—In Imperial Valley, silage 
is not widely used partly because of the ex- 
pense of building the silo. Many dairymen 
rent their ranches for a period of three 
years, and the making of permanent im- 
provements on a-rented place doesn’t ap- 
peal to them. Now a trench silo is cheap; 
the principle is the same, and with the aid 
of teams, the farmer can make one himself. 
Two El Centro dairymen, believing the 
trench silo feasible, planted sorghum in 
June and are planning to make and fill 
trench silog in the autumn. Sorghums grow 
so very well in Imperial Valley that a prac- 
tical and inexpensive way of converting 
them into ensilage will be of convenience to 
dairymen. 


A YEAR AHEAD 


WOODLAKE.—This season’s citrus pro- 
gram is practically completed and now very 
few orchards need to be sprayed or fumigat- 
ed. This is partly due to the hot summer 
last year, as the heat killed the scale.

great strides in organization, and its clear- 
ing house division will function during the 
deal, issuing comprehensive reports daily on 
car movement and market conditions, which 
will, no doubt, be of material assistance to 
growers and distributors. About 60 per cent 
or better of the tonnage has been signed up, 
and both growers and distributors are back- 
ing the organization. The work of this or- 
ganization is being closely watched by all 
agricultural groups, both in California and 
the East, for it represents the first large ef- 
fort under the Capper-Volstead Act to han- 
dle“ a perishable commodity. Its success 
may point the way to other producer groups. 

Early Thompson Seedless and Malaga 
grapes from Imperial, Coachella and Palo 
Verde Valleys, brought good return although 
the crop was light on Thompsons. Prices for 
both varieties averaged between $1.75 and 
$2 a crate. A considerable volume of these 
grapes moved into Los Angeles by truck, 
and prices paid to growers were reported at 
$35 to $40 per ton at the vineyard. 

E. E. Kaufman forecasts California pro- 
duction of grapes as of July 1 as follows: 
(1926 in parenthesis) table grapes, 490,000

(414,000;) raisin grapes, 1,373,000 tons; 
(1,317,000.) Little change has been reported 
since then. 

The pear harvest is just starting in the 
Antelope Valley. All factors agree 
there is around a 50 per cent of normal crop, 
but that the quality is good and the price 
outlook favorable. Almost the entire pro- 
duction will be marketed in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Tehachapi will ship eighty-five cars 
of good quality pears this year, according to. 
present prospects. 

In the North, River Bartletts have been 


moving for some time with peak of the sea-_ 


son past. The crop turned out smaller than 
usual; canners are actively in the field for 
supplies. Northern districts, due to weath- 
er conditions, are bunching up eastern ship- 
ments at this time which are quite heavy. 
Prices are around $1.75 to $2 per box. Local 
jobbing range is 4 1-2 cents to 5 cents per 
pound. 
Conditions in the walnut industry have re- 
mained favorable during the past month, 
and if these conditions prevail between now 
and harvest, it is expected that California

Tf eonditions a 


not change, thie will be the largest crop in 
recent years, but market conditions are fa- 


vorable for ite disposal. 
While the season is backward and most 


field crops will mature about two weeks 
late, the condition in most lines has im- 
proved considerably during the past month 
(with the exception of beans.) This is par- 
ticularly true with cotton. On the whole, this 
season's field crops should bring substantial- 
ly more than last year, for the market out- 
look for the principal commodities in this 
class is much brighter. 

During July, weather conditions were fav- 
orable for cotton, and most districts expect 
an average yield, with picking to start 
about ten days to three weeks late. The 
government estimates are due August 8, but 
a recent check shows a total of 143,600 acres 
in California, 110,000 acres in Lower Callf- 
fornia, and 145,000 acres in Arizona, a grand 
total of 398,600 acres. The market on cot- 
ton is considered to be favorable by ‘loca! 
cotton men, although changes in climatic sit- 
uation ahd extent of boll weevil damage in 
other cotton growing sections have caused 
market fluctuations. Some sales of futures 
have been made in Arizona. 

LIMA BEAN OUTLOOK 

There has been no change in the lima 
bean acreage estimates, with plantings of 
dry-farmed regular limas placed at 55,567 
acres, and irrigated 42,342 acres. Practically 
all of the 33,500 acres of baby limas are un- 
der irrigation. This is a reduction of 8000 
acres in limas over last year. The crop 
prospects, particularly in non-irrigated fields 
of regular limas, is not as good as at this 


time last year, for with the continued hot — 


weather during July, the moisture supply 
was rapidly diminished. Since the pods are 
still to develop with subsequent pull on the 
moisture supply, it is expected that the acre 
yield will not be as heavy as last year. An- 


other factor that brought on this condition . 


was the fact that our heaviest rains came fn 
March this year rather than April, when they 
are most needed by dry farmers of beans. 
Reports also indicate that regular limas un- 
der irrigation are in good shape, but the 
prospects for yield are not as favorable as 
they were last year. Baby limas in the im- 
portant districts are not up to average con- 
ditions. The appreciably lower yield, to- 
gether with a new advertising campaign in- 
augurated by the California Lima Bean As- 
sociation, should mean a much better year 
for lima bean growers. In fact, conditions 
warrant a better feeling through the entire 
industry this year. 

The sugar beet harvest in Southern Cali- 
fornia is under way from about 31,000 acres 
of beets contracted by four companies from 
San Luis Obispo county south. The total 
tonnage expected is 439,935 tons, an appre- 
clable increase over last year. Generally 
speaking, the tonnage per acre is higher 
than last year, but some factors believe that 
the sugar content will not be as high as us- 
ual due to weather conditions during the 
growing season. 

Shipment of California vegetables and 
melons is at its lowest ebb at this season 
of the year, with growers busy completing 
their fall and winter crops of tomatoes, cel- 
ery and cauliflower. So far this year, vege- 
table deals have been fairly profitable, al- 
though the Imperial cantaloupe season did 
not turn out well. From present indica- 
tions, plantings of vegetables for fall and 
winter shipment will be larger, with the 
exception of celery.

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New Pear Rules 


UST how he stands legally is of consid- 
erable importance to the grower, a little 
care to avoid unwittingly running afoul 
of new enactments is worth tons of legal 
advice after the mistakes are made. The 
new regulations concerning the handling of 
pears, for instance, affect the disposal of 
this year’s crop, ahd they are, naturally, of 
vital interest to pear growers. 


There's a new ruling on the arsenica! resi- 
due. 


Pear men who can cantity that their cover 
spray was applied not more than four weeks 
-jJater than their last calyx spray come 
‘matically within the specifications” and are 
numbered with the elect. Such fruit, of 
course is subject to inspection and will need 
to be wiped if any evidence of residue is 
apparent on the surface. 


Another new regulation is conterned with 
the disposal of culls. “Culls may be sold le- 
gally only to a person, firm, or to other or- 
ganization actually engaged in the produc 
tion of by-products. No culls may be sold 
to peddlers for resale to housewives for 
canning.” The reason for this last discrim- 
ination is that culls thus sold have found 
their way into trade channels. 


Then there is the commission merchants’ 
licensing bill. Growers will be pleased to 
learn that if a verified complaint is filed by 
the grower, it is up to the merchant to prove 
his innocence—the burden of proof is not 
left with the farmer. There is no hardship 
involved in any of these regulations but it’s 
well for the grower to “sit up ane take no- 
tice.”

Wise Precau tion 


By WwW. 
FParm Adviser, Oraage County 

Saving, or the wise expenditure of money, 
is one of the axioms of success generally ad- 
vanced by successful men, I was particu- 
larly interested recently in how one Orange 
county farmer made a wise expenditure 
which will return big interest on the amount 
spent. The investment amounted to $300 
and was for pump repairs. It resulted in a 
monthly saving of $70 in grower’s power 
bill, besides increasing the volume of water 
pumped by thirty-six inches. This will de- 
crease the labor in irrigation considerably 
by enabling the farmer to get over the 
ground sooner. 

The case, of course, igs probably excep 
tional and there may not be many instances 
It does 
point out that pump machinery is subject 
to wear, which is not untrue of other ma- 
chines, and emphasizes the fact that when a 
point is reached where the ration of pow- 
er input is out.of proportion to the useful 
work acomplished in lifting water, pump 
replacements are an economical investment. 


The rectangular weir for measuring wat- 
er is a relatively simple device and correct 
conditions for measuring water are quite 
easily obtained. With such an instrument 
and with a set of weir tables found in Unt 
versity of California circular No. 250, en- 
titled, “Measurement of Irrigation Water 
on the Farm,” guess work can be eliminated 
when one wants to know the number of 
miner’s inches pumped. Very few can esti- 
mate the volume of water with any degree 
of accuracy, a fact often brought out at field 
meetings on water measurement held under 
the auspices of the Agricultural Extension 
Service. 

The weir I refer to is made of No. 14 
gauge galvanized sheet metal six feet long, 
tapered to a rounding point, three feet wide, 
with a rectangular orifice cut in the center, 
twelve inches by eighteen inches. It is cut 
in the center so the orifice could be made 
twelve inches wide or eighteen inches wide, 
according to the size of the s to be 


measured, The cost of the materials and . | 


assembling need not exceed $6. 


A Farm Fountain 


Instead of the faucet turned down and 
the unsanitary drinking cups so common on 
the farm, a “bubble” fountain is easy to 
establish and well worth while, writes a 


California farm woman. The water pipe 


may run under the house and the fountain 
be established on the shady side sa that 
the water will be cooler, she says, and if 
one does not care to go to the expense of 
buying a “bubble,” the old faucet may be 
turned around so the outlet is upward. 
This does not interfere in the least with 
hose connections or the use of the faucet 
for other purposes.

Rare and Fancy Fowl 


Ready for Shows

The thousands of visitors who attend the 
big Southern California fairs and poultry 
shows each year are always attracted by 
the interesting exhibits of rare and fancy 
fowls, and of rare aviary birds often fea- 
tured fn the regular poultry division yet few 
of the many admirers of these striking ex- 
hibits give much thought to the problems in- 
volved in the production of these curiou 
and beautiful. birds. These exhibits make 
evident, however, that the breeding of rare 
fowl and aviary birds is becoming as a real 
commercial possibility in the Southland, and 
that already many fanciers have entered 
this field, for conditions in this section of 
the country are ideal for such enterprises. 
Among the men who have taken up this 
work is J. S. Greenshields of 225 East Foot- 
hill Boulevard, Altadena, owner of the Al- 
tadena Aviaries, who has assembled one of 
the finest and largest collections to be found 
in the country. Mr. Greenshields is a South 


Pasadena banker, formerly of Toronto, Can- 


ada. The breeding of poultry and rare and 
fancy birds, however, is not a new pastime 
with Mr. Greenshields, for in the Dominion 
he wag president of the Ontario Poultry As- 
sociation, a director of the Royal Agricul- 
tural Winter Fair, and known in the poul- 
try industry there as a breeder of White 
Orpington chickens and of several varieties 
of bantams and pigeons—on which he is an 
authority. 


In his Altadena Aviaries a part of which 
is located at his home place but bulk of 
which is located at 505 Atlanta street near- 
by, he is devoting more attention to the rare 
birds, although he. carries eleven different 
varieties of bantams and maintains an ex- 
cellent flock of the White Orpingtons which 
have been consistent winners in Canada and 
won also the Heart-of-Los Angeles poultry 
show last winter. 

Upon entering this establishment the visi- 
tor is impressed not only by the great num-

bers but by the many varieties which have 
been gathered from almost every part of the 
world. Among the pheasants, are seen beau- 
tiful specimens; here are the rare Impeyan 
from the Himalayan mountains, the Nortb- 


,ern Peacock pheasant from Burma and Si- 


am, the Golden pheasant from Central 
China, and the striking Lady Amherst from 
Eastern Thibet and Western China. Then 
there are Silver pheasants, Reeves, Swin- 


hoes and Ringnecks: there are Linneated. - 


Versicolor, two varieties of Tragopan, to say 
nothing of the Fireback, Kaleege and the 
German Peacock pheasants, and all appar- 
ently content and happy in their California 
home. 

Of the larger birds included in this collec- 
tion are the giant Sarus crane from India, 
the Demoiselle from Java and from Africa 
the Crowned crane; there are Vulturine and 
White guinea fowl, parakeets from Austra- 
lia and Africa, and a wonderful collection of 
gaudy colored lories, macaws and cockatoos. 


In an artificial pool may be seen an ex- 
cellent group of long-legged flamingoes and 
European storks, a handsome flock of rare 
ducks including the Mandarin from China, 

the Formosan teal, the Green Wing and the 
Rosybill. 
_ Many gards in the Altadena aviaries are 
m™ * given over to the raising of peafowl, there 
being four different varieties found in this 
division, namely, the Blue, Speckled and 
White from India and the Green peafow! 
which is a native of Java, China, Siam, Ma- 
lay and Burma. To see these varicolored 
birds strutting about the yards is a sight 
worth seeing, and as the sun strikes the 
satiny sheen of their brilliant plumage one 
finds ample reason for their traditional 
pride. 

Of rare doves there are more than a 
score of different varieties. Here is to be 
found the largest flock of Pacific pigeons in 
captivity, birds which are natives of the 
New Hebrides.

and the Golden Partridge dove; there are 
the Greenwing from India and the Grayson 
from the Marquesas. It was formerly be 
lieved impossible for thig latter named dove 
to reproduce in captivity, but this has been 
accomplished in the Greenshields plant. 
Among the other rare doves in the aviary 
are the Bleeding Heart from the Island of 
Luzon, the Cuban Buff and Bluehead, while 
from Arizona has come the Inca and Sonora. 
Many varieties of Australian doves are to 
be seen here such as the Wonga Wonga, Ze- 
bra, Peaceful, Palm, White, Ringneck and 
many others; the Mexican Whitewing and 
the European Turtle dove are also in evi 
dence. Mr. Greenshields also has a fine col- 
lection of quail—seven different varieties, 
ranging from the little Button quail to the 
giant. Chuker Partridge, and besides these 
are the Gamble, the Bob White, the Scaly, 
the Filipino and the Valley quail. In the 
pigeon department are to be found practt- 
cally all colors and varieties of Magpies and 
Pigmy Pouters. Of the smaller varieties of 
aviary birdg there are large numbers of 
canary birds and about twenty varieties of 
rare finches. 

The feeding. care and management of an 
establishment of this kind which would 


seem to require almost an endless amount. 


of work, is in charge of Fred Clendenen 
who is superintendent of the plant on At- 
lanta street. Mr. Greenshields, however, 
spends considerable time in the two plants 
and it is largely due to his skill, that many 
of these rare specimens have learned to ac- 
custom themselves to the California climate 
so completely that many of them are now 
multiplying in goodly numbers.

try. 


Fighting Quarantine on 
Baby Chicks 


About a year ago the State of Washington, 
in an effort to eradicate baci:lary white diar- 
rhoea from its poultry, adopted drastic quar- 
antine measures on the movement of chick- 
ens, baby chicks and hatching eggs. On the 
ground that advance notice had not been giv- 
en and because methods 6f determining the 
presence of the disease were not regarded 


as certain, the poultrymen of California op — 


posed the enforcement of the quarantine at 
the e, but it became effective with this 
month. Oregon and Idaho have passed sim- 
ilar quarantine measures. 

One of the hatching establishments of 
Southern California which produces a tre- 
mendous volume of baby chicks every year, 
has instituted proceedings in the Uuited 
States court in Oregon to restrain Oregon 
from enforcing its quarantine. It argues 
that the disease is not as prevalent in Cali- 
fornia as in the northern States and that 
the bleod tests which is the only one avail- 
able is neither accurate nor satisfactory. 

Postal authorities are said to have stated 
that the embargo would not apply to ship 
ments by parcel post, but there is some 
question as to whether or not they would not 
permit examination and seizure of chicks. 

The decision of this test case will be 
awaited with deep interest by California poul- 
trymen engaged in incubating chicks for 
the trade, for it affects most seriously their 
present and future markets. 


Hens Lay Well Through 


Tenth h Month 


tenth month of the «ne 
laying contest conducted at Chaffey trap 
nest station, closed July 22, with the hens 
“going strong.” The highest individual per- 
formance is that of an entry of J. H. Seefioth 
of Upland, which has laid 251 eggs in the 
ten months. With this average she will pro- © 
duce her 300 eggs in the year. Not far be- 
hind is the hen of H. B. Hamilton of Upland, 
with 249 eggs, and individuals of H. V. Pond 
and Harrison Fowler, both of Ontario, have 
produced 247 and 244 eggs respectively in 
the period. 

The pen of W. F. Courtright, Upland, 
leads in the contest with a production of 
2044 eggs in the ten months. That of 
George Smallwood, Upland, is a close sec- 
ond with 2035 eggs, while the pens of Mr. 
Hamilton and Mr. Seefloth, are fighting it 
out for third place, the former having pro- 
duced 2029 and the latter, 2028 eggs in the 
ten-month period. 

For the month closing July 22, a hen of 
the entry of F. R. Rickel, Upland, laid twen- 
ty-nine eggs, the highest record. Five hens 
laid twenty-eight eggs and four more laid 
twenty-seven during the month. Mr, See 
floth’s pen was high for the month with 238 
eges, while that of Mr. Pond was not far 
in the rear, with 235 eggs.

Potato Fields of Disease 


Sy H. ERNST, Agricultural 


HAT’S the matter with the potato? 
Why the declining yields of recent 
years? 

Whether one likes to admit it or not, for 
the prevailing low production disease in 
the potato fields is largely responsible. 
But California is not the only sufferer; 
the condition is present in practically all 
potato-producing sections of the United 
States. Especially affected are those re- 
gions which produce early potatoes, and 
where the weather conditions are warm 
and mild. ; 

It is an obvious fact that if diseases are 
allowed to continue, the reduction will con- 
tinue and it doesn’t take a prophet nor a 
very experienced potato grower, to know 
that disease has become a limiting factor 
in potato production. 


Nor is it a single disease which afflicts 
this worthy tuber. What is commonly 
known as the “running out” of potato seed 
is due to a number of virus diseases, such 
as mosaic, leafroll, and spindle-tuber. The

But last fall a number of local growers 
tried to obtain certified White Rose seed 
but discovered that nowhere in these Unit- 
ed States could any be found. Now, the old 
White Rose potato is the standard variety 
in Southern California; it is well adapted 
to spring and fall planting, for. in com- 
parison with other varieties, ts dormant 
period is comparatively short. [In the 
spring of 1926, there were approximately 
10,000 acres planted to this crop, with, in 
the autumn, an additiona¢ planting of 
about 4000 more, If no White Rose seed 
potatoes could be had to plant, certified to 
be as free from suspicion as Caesar’s wife, 
what were potato growers to do? 

At Temecula, BE. D. McSweeny and Sons 
started in 1925 a definite program in seed 
potato improvement. Their plans for bring- 
ing the White Rose back were prepared 
with the advice of Dr. W. A. Stuart, potato 
specialist of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., and Dr 
J. T. Rosa, of the truck crops division, 
State College of Agriculture; Davis. 


A TOUGH JOB 


To eliminate the virus diseases from po- 
tato seed is no easy job; it’s a tough one. 
The experts do not yet know everything 
about the potato diseases. So far as is 
known, the infection is spread from plant 
to plant by sucking insects, and carried over 
from year to year in the seed potatoes. In 
these potatoes themselves, the disease can- 
not be detected, but it affects the foliage of 
the plants, sometimes dwarfing and curling 
the leaves, sometimes mottling them and the 
result is plain in definite reduction in plant 
vigor and in crop yields. 

The McSweeny seed improvement pro- 
gram includes, first, tuber indexing. This 
means, that one eye, or seed-piece, was tak- 
en from a potato and numbered, the parent 
potato being given a corresponding number. 
In the same fashion, sample “eyes” from a 
number of potatoes were taken, given num- 
bers, and the parent tubers marked to cor- 
respond, so that no subsequent difficulty 
might be found in identifying either the in- 
fants or their parents. These samples were 
then planted in a hothouse and grown until 
it was possible to determine whether dis- 
ease was present. If the seedpiece produced 
a healthy plant, then the parent tuber was 
used for planting fn a smal) seed plot main- 
tained for “tuber unit planting;” here were 
sown, planted consecutively, as a unit, seed- 
pieces from each individual tuber whose 
sample “eyes” had passed the first test, and 
these units were defined with stakes. 

During the spring, this plot was carefully 
rogued; wherever a unit showed any weak 
or diseased plants, every plant in that unit 
was discarded. The object of this vigorous 
rogueing was to prevent the spreading of 
disease by insect pests. 

The next season, these tested potatoes 
were again planted, but in a larger plot. 
Again, careful rogueing of all diseased and 
weak plants was practiced, and the result 
was that the present seed-plot, which con- 
tains less than 5 per cent mosaic, should 
easily produce 200 sacks which will be suf- 
ficient to plant about twenty-five acres this 
fall. The small seed-plot on the McSweeny 
Ranch contains some of the best te 
Rose seed to be found, and a good seed Copp 
should be available next year. 

This experiment has proved that syste- 
matic, painstaking work, combined with a 
favorable. location, is productive of very 
worth-while results. Home-grown seed, free 
from disease should mean much to the po- 
tato industry of California, and will be «a 
definite factor in putting it on an even firm- 
er financial basis than at present. 


Finds Coast Country 
Good for Berries 


COSTA MESA.—Louis F. Rochet is one 
of the most extensive berry growers in Or- 
ange county. He located on raw land here 
three years ago and now has fifteen acres 
in blackberries, dewberries and raspberries. 
This was a new line of work for him and 
naturally he found much to contend with, 
but now he believes that he has demonstrat- 
ed that berries can be profitably grown on 
the mesa lands near the ocean. 

Two years ago his berries did remarkably 
well and netted him a good profit, consider- 
ing the age of the vines, but last year, due 
to late raing coming when the fruit was 
ripening the crop was almost a failure. 
This did not discourage him for he realized 
that late rains do not come to the coast 
country very often, and this year his labors 
have been rewarded by a very fair vield, 
which met a ready market at from $1 to 
$2.75 per crate. During the berry season,

extending over several weeks, he picked 
from 140 to 175 crates per day, and now his 
raspberries, both red and black, are com- 
ing onto the market, for which there is a

tray. 

Mr. Rochet attributes his success largely 
to intensive cultivation and to the use of a 
16-inch subsoiler, which loosens the ground 
to that depth. This, he says, prevents the 
ground from packing around the roots of 
the plants and permits irrigation deep 
enough to make strong, deep-rooted vines. 
He finds it necessary to spray his plants 
three times a year in order to free them 
from berry mites. It ig Mr. Rochet’s opin- 
ion that when these mites have spread over 
a field, about the only remedy is to cut the 
vines off at the roots, and spray the new 
vines the following year. 

In addition to his berries, Mr. Rochet has 
one acre of peach trees now bearing well. 
He is also planting fig trees and avocados, 
which are commencing to bear. As an ex- 
periment, and to test the market, he has 
planted three acres of tomatoes, which will 
be shipped green to the eastern markets 
late this fall.

Some 
of Milk Goats 


@y 
Many milch goats are changing bands at 
this time of year. Many families are own- 
ing a goat for the fret time, and know lit- 
tle or nothing about her care. While a goat 
reat deal of attention, 
she must be fairly well looked after if she 
is to keep up her flow of milk. 


In buying a goat several things should be 
considered. When it comes to breed the 
owner must choose for himself. The Tog- 
genburg, Saanen and Nubian have all been 
found satisfactory in Southern California, as 
have also certain crosses. If she is to be 
kept in a pen with another goat she should 
be hornless. 


If she has a large udder she is probably a 
good milker. If the owner says that the 
goat is a four, five or six-quart doe that 
joes not necessarily mean that she is the 
most desirable. Find out, if you can, if she 
keeps up this flow of milk for a long period 
of time. You can judge her age pretty well 


- by the condition of her feet, and you should 


be able to tell something about her general 
health by the appearance of her coat. 


A sack of prepared goat feed will feed 
one goat for five or six weeks; in addition, 
she should have something green at least 
twice each day. She will relish the branch- 
es that have been trimmed from the trees, 
and these will help to keep her in good con- 
dition. An occasional feeding of wheat bran 
is good, especially for does that are to kid. 


If no green feed is available, dry alfalfa , 


should be fed at least once each dey. All the 
leaves from the vegetables, pea hulls, beans 
and so on, are also relished by the goat 

It is very necessary that she have pienty 
of fresh, clean water. A goat is very partic- 
ular, and will suffer from thirst rather than 
drink water that has been contaminated in 
any way. Many of them refused to drink 
from a pail if a bit of loose hay or straw 
has fallen into it. The container should be 
washed regularly and kept in a shady place. 
A cake of salt should also be placed where 
the goat can have access to it. 

For the good of trees and shrubbery, the 


goat must be kept closely -confined. A 
‘house should be provided to protect her 


from the cold and rain, but she prefers to 
stay out in her runway when the weather is 
pleasant. She should have plenty of shade 
in the summer time. 

The fence about her quarters should be 
made of substantial boards and about four 
feet in height. The boards should be nailed 
from the inside and be wide enough apart 
for Nanny to put her head through and gaze 
about on the outside world. If they are 
nailed from the outside there is always dan- 
ger that in reaching for a bit of grass or 
straw she will push one of them off and get 
out. The gate should be swung inside for 
the same reason. A goat always puts her 
forefeet on the fence or gate to watch for 
her friends, and is less likely to push the 
gate open when it is swung fromthe inside. 

Especial attention must be given to the 
latch of i cor for goats are intelligent 
creatures and have been known to learn the 
arts of opening gates and turning on water. 

After the house and pen have been built, 
comes the matter of furniture. A stanchion 
or table for milking is also used by Nan as 
a bed. A goat does not care for straw or 
hay to sleep on, but prefers a hard surface. 
If a litter of straw is prepared for her she 
will paw it away until she reaches the hard 
ground. Unless your goat is restless and 
wild it isn’t necessary to build the stanch- 
jon so you can fasten her head. A well 
trained goat will stand very quietly while 
being milked. 

It is best to train the goat to stand with- 
out feed while being milked. She will 
learn in a very short time that she will be 
fed immediately after milking As a mattet 
of economy a hay rack should be provided, 
for a goat is very particular about eating 
hay that has fallen on the ground. A rack 
can be built outside the fence and she can

tical only where there is one doe in the pen. 
for there ts always one that domineers over 
the ethers there are more. 

The feeding season begins the tiatter 
part of September or the first of October 
and laste until February or March. As soon 
as your doe shows signs of restlessness dur- 
ing this season she should be bred. If these 
signs do not appear again after about three 
weeks, she will kid in from 146 to 154 days, 
or approximately five months. During this 
period the doe should have some exercise, 
but not too much, and should be fed a ration 
of wheat bran at intervals, plenty of green 
feed and not too much fattening food such as 
corn and oats. Especial attention should be 
given to the quality of hay that is fed. 
While they are exceedingly particular about 
their food, if very hungry the does may eat 
moldy or inferior hay which will be a det- 
riment to their health: 

With a small patch of green food such as 
alfalfa, vetch, or Sudan grass, a good milk 
doe can be kept for ten cents a day or less, 
and will afford all the milk necessary for a 
family. 

In buying a goat keep these facts in mind: 
It is as economical to keep a heavy milker 
as a poor one; it pays to insist on sampling 
the milk, for there is a great deal of differ- 
ence in the taste of milk from different 
goats; the way a goat is fed has much to 
do with the flow and quality of her milk.

“rarest bird” they have. 

Several specialty clubs will hold club ex- 
hibits; among these are the California 
Breeders of Rare and Fancy Fowl. .The 
show is also to be the meeting place of the 
American Bantam Association. The Califor- 
nia Branch of the National Black Giant Club 
is offering premiums to club members. 
Special inducements are made by the Rhode 
Island White Club and the International 
Single-comb Buff Orpington Club. 

The Farm and Orchard Magazine's gold 
challenge trophy cup, will be awarded for 
the best fowl of any. breed on exhibition at 
the show.

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The. Difficult Problem 
of Planting 


By G. RISSER 

Growers of annual crops are repeatedly 
obliged to face the problem of what. to 
plant, and it is oftem a very perplexing prob- 
lem especially for those whe have a wide 
variety of crops suited to their conditions. 

The most potent factor in influencing 
growers in the choice of crops ig the current 
price level. Students of crop statistics and 
observers generally, recognize that this is 
true. If the price of any crop is high one 
season, the acreage is quite likely to be 
large the next. 

Yet temporary price conditions are not a 
safe guide in planting. On the one hand, 
high prices discourage the consumer and 

consumptive habits. On the other 
hand, high prices often stimulate planting 
and increase production. So instead of be- 
ing a safe guide for extensive plantings, 
high prices brought about by temporary sea- 
sonal conditions are more often an indica- 
tion for reduced plantings. An important 
point to determine is the cause of the high 
prices; if they are produced by unfavorable 
weather or other current growing condi- 
tions, they do not represent a general 
trend but simply reflect a temporary situa. 
tion, and have no significance as an indica- 
iy of high prices for crops not yet plant- 


Perhaps one of the safest plans to follow 
is to select a crop or crops well adapted to 
local conditions—crops which will make 
good quality and a good yield and will ma- 
ture in a marketing period which is com- 
monly favorable, and then adhere to this 
program. One can not expect any crop ‘to 
remain high in price over any long period, 
for the supply is increased to meet the de- 
mand and prices are bound to fluctuate. But 
by selecting the most logical crops and by 
maintaining a fairly uniform acreage each 
season, one can always be in the market 
with supplies and thus profit by all of the 
profitable seasons. If all growers would 
adopt this plan of a fairly set program of 
cropping, they would all gain the advan- 
tages which “in-and-outers” can never enjoy. 
Better still, they would stabilize the produc- 
tion and marketing and eliminate some of 
the speculative drawbacks of farming. Many 
of them have found that peristence has won 
out in the long run where lack of persever- 
ance has failed. 
® Another guide to planting is local opinion. 
Growers are often influenced by their neigh- 
bors’ plans and ideas. Of course there are 
advantages in community action and it is 
safer to grow something which is a recog- 
nized success in the district or something 
for which the locality has become favorably 
known. But if progress is to be made, un- 
tried crops must be investigated and tried 
by someone. Every standard crop has had 


its first season in its best locality. 


With the nonperishable crops and even 
with the semiperishable crops, it is often 
possible to study the supply on hand and 
the prospective demand and plant with a 
thorough knowledge of the situation. With 
perishable crops this is more difficult. It is 
frequently impossible to get definite and 
correct information indicating the intention 
to plant, early enough to help one in making 
his own planting program. Weather 
developments during the growing season 
often upset all calculations. In fact, weath- 
er has so much effect upon the yield, the 
date of maturity and the quality, that one 
cannot forecast prices of perishable prod- 
ucts with any degree of certainty. 

Everyone agrees that a closer adjustment 
between supply and demand is desirable. 
But what shall be planted to obtain that 
nice relationship between production and 
consumption which gives a gratifying price? 


The answer ig that thorough study of all 


the factors involved while not guaranteed 
to give invariable results, will, in the long 
run, give the greatest number of profitable 
seasons. 


Did All the Planning 
Before They Built 


ROSCOE.—A modern rabbitry is just be- 
ing completed at 7520 Vineland avenue, 
which is said to be the last word in rabbit 
habitations. Many people think «ny sort of 
a cheap shed is good enough for rabbits, but 
Mr. and Mrs. F. N. Anderson,*formerly of 
Hollywood, having decided some five years 
ago to go into the rabbit business, selected 
Roscoe ip the San Fernando Valley as their 
location, and bought a small tract there. 
But before a stake was driven, the ontire 
construction had been thought out to the 
minutest detail. Mr. and Mra. Anderson vis- 
tied every rabbitry of any importance that 
they could hear about, asked hundreds of 
questions, and traveled some 2000 miles in 
search of information. Then, they planned 
the rabbit house and hutches, now nesr com- 
pletion, which, they believe, will meet every 
requirement as far as safety and sanitation 


cher. 
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ood concrete foundation, to keep the rab 

its safe from prowling “varmints.” The 
floor is of clean sand; the sides are iatticed 
—a close mesh being used, which affords 
good ventilation. In order to be prepared 
for the warmest days that the valley knows, 
an overhead sprinkling system has been in- 
stalled, arranged so that the water drips 
from the roof uniformly, cooling the entire 
building. 

The building has also an automatic wa- 
tering system, each unit of the hutches be- 
ing equipped with a drinking fountain. Wa- 
ter stands all the time at the same levei in 
the cups, but the waste water flows off. 
Thus if one rabbit has a disease, others do 
not contract it through a community water 
supply. With this watering system and the 
sanitary galvanized feed containers, one 
person can do all the feeding in leas than 
an hour. The hutches are constructed on 
a central row of posts for convenience in 
cleaning. There has been in the building 
no excessive expenditure, but there has 
been an extra amount of head-work, which 
has made every dollar count. 


Baby Chicks Are Fond 
of Grapefruit 


By HELEY CLARK WENTWORTH 

LAKESIDE.—Amos Smith, a rancher near 
here, this season sold about five tons of 
grapefruit, disposing of it, several lug boxes 
at a time, to a large grocery firm whose 
many branch stores use hundreds of pounds 
a week of the breakfast fruit. Also he has 
trees loaded with oranges, and a goodly 
number of peach trees in fine fruit. 

But fruit is only a side-line for Mr. Smith. 
His chief interest is in the hen houses which 
he has built under the shade of his citrus 
trees. Here are sheltered his flock of Rhode, 
Island Reds. Every year, from the county 
fair, his “Reds” bring home their share of 
blue ribbons. Not only do they bring home 
awards but when it comes to egg-produc- 
tion, they also “bring home the bacon.” His 
birds are “Reds” not only because their 
feathers are approximately that colér, but 
the birds conform to the standard in type. 
By careful selection, he has built up a flock 
of high-producing hens. So great has been 
the demand for his baby chicks, that al- 
though two years ago, he installed a large 
incubator, he is obliged this year to enlarge 
his plant and put in another. 


Thére are on Mr. Smith’s ranch, a number 
of unusual features. Most incubator pos 
sessors rear little chicks in large numbers, 
like orphans in a large asylum; but just as 
the latest and most scientific thing in or- 
phanages is to put children in smaller 
groups, so on the Smith ranch, the baby 
chicks are brooded in small: units, as near as 
possible to the way the mother hen would 
raise her chicks. 

For the first ten days, he feeds them oft- 
en, but sparingly, and instead of serving 
milk, he gets from the creamery the re- 
turned cottage cheese, and feeds this to the 
little chaps, taking care that no mould is 
on it. When the chicks are big enough to 
leave the brooder, he moves them out into 
coloty houses under the trees. The perches 
are two-by-two’s which are set directly on 
the ground, and the babes have no difficul- 
ty in learning to perch on them. The grape- 
fruit which falls to the ground is pecked at 
freely by the young chicks, and it is sur- 
prising how much of the fruit they eat. 
Nurses and physicians have found that the 
vitamins humans need are found in oranges 
and other citrus fruits, it is probable that 
the chicks find just what they need in the 
grapefruit. ~ 

Mr. Smith’s corning houses are roofed 
with galvanized iron. The initial cost of 
this, he. says, is not much greater than the 
cost of sheeting and roofing paper, and it 
lasts almost indefinitely, Shaded by the 
thick foliage of the citrus tree the galvan- 
ized tron roof is not too warm for the birds. 

The newest house on the ranch is for Mr. 
Smith's special breeding pens. This is a 
lath house twelve feet wide, with an aisle 
running down the north side, from which 
pens open for the different matings. These 
pens are eight by eight feet. Mr. Smith does | 
not trapnest, but if a hen goes broody, she is 
put in a separate coop, and her leg band 
number is taken; if she gets broody a sec- 
ond time, the same treatment is accorded 
But woe betide the hen that tries to 
set a third time! 

Amos Smith insists that the heavy breeds 
are coming into their own. With the Reds, 
he pays for his replacements by the sale 
of his cockerels, and when he is ready to 
sell his old birds, for each he gets a price 
that is well over a dollar sometimes nearly 
two. 

Busy with his chickens and his fruit trees 
Mr. Smith leads an active life, and makes a 
comfortable living. He is at work installing 
his new incubator which will hatch ‘more 
baby chicks which means more pullets to 
lay, more fryers and roasters to sell, more 
activity and more > profit.

Lying at an elevation of between 5000 
and 6000 feet in a mixed coniferous forest, 
a permanent canip site is being developed in 
the 320 acres ineluded in Whitaker Forest. 
This property was given to the University 
of California by Horace Whitaker, pioneer 
and forest lover, twenty years ago. The 
terms of the gift provided that no liquor 
should be sold within confines of the forest, 
no smoking be permitted, none of the old 
timber could be cut, and the tract was to be 
preserved for postérity as a public camp, 
and that training in forestry, as taught at 
the University of California, should be given 
to the boys and girls at the camp. 

Two forks of Eshom creek traverse the 
tract and several excellent springs are also 
found, assuring a permanent supply of ex- 
cellent water. The old Hyde mill was erect- 
ed on the property in 1870 and remained un- 
til 1878, during which period logging was 
carried on, but over 200 Sequoia Gigantea 
trees yet tower amid splendid young stands 
of sugar and yellow pine, Sequoia, white fir 
and incense cedar which have come in since 
the logging. The mill site clearing of about 
three acres is still open and offers excellent 
opportunity for the development of play- 
ground activities. 

In 1915 the forestry division of the ‘State 


‘University laid out_a*‘series of plots for the 


study of second-growth stands of big trees. 
These have been remeasured twice and are 
easily accessible from the campsite. The 
forest itself has not been touched by fire 
in over thirty years, and affords a striking 
contrast to the adjacent area toward Bad- 
ger, which was severely burned in 1923. 
The Sequoia Ranger Station of the United 
States Forest Service adjoins the forest on 
the south and only four miles by trail to 
the north, is a lookout Station. General 


Grant National park is five miles away. 


while the wonderful stands of Sequoias on 
Redwood Mountain and a small lumbering 
operation at Wortman’s Mill are within easy 
walking distance. 

The agricultural camp at Whitaker Forest 
had its origin in the camp maintained by the 
Tulare County “Ag” Club last season at Camp 
Nelson, in the hills southeast of, Porterville.

year; this is possible as far as time for 
producing the crops is concerned. But even 
the best of land cannot yield continuously, 
and this two-crop practice has been gener- 
ally discontinued. Now, if milo is planted 
afer barley, the land lies fallow until the 
subsequent year before another crop of 
grain is grown. 

. While practically all soil in the Imperial 
Valley will grow grain, other more spectac- 
ular crops have found their way into many 
localities, until the really large grain sec- 
tions are in the “North End,” that is, from 
Brawley northward. The largest shipping 
points for grain are Brawley, Calipatria and 
Rockwood. In these sections really large 
acreage is the rule. For instance, east of 
Brawley, Thacker Brothers harvested 2405 
acres of grain, running two large harvesters 
for thirty-eight consecutive days this sea- 
son; Brownell Brothers,near Calipatria, har- 
vested over 23,000 sacks; with an average 
yield of thirty-three sacks to the acre. 

In the Magnolia district J. J. Elmore, who 
farms several sections of land, has for two 
years tried the experiment of bulk handling, 
and is well pleased with the results. Sacks 
this year cost fourteen cents each, so that 
a great saving is achieved, aside from the 
elimination of much additional labor. His 
wagons carry the grain direct from the har- 
vesters, and these transport it to boxcars 
at the station. The little receiving point of 
Orita on the Calipatria branch line, makes 
this method especially easy for Mr. Elmore 
whose ranches adjoin it. 


BARLEY CO-OPERATIVE 


A successful co-operative organization 
handles more than half the barley grown 
in the Imperial Valley. This is the Impert- 
al Grain Growers Inc., and it grew out of 
the necessity of stabilizing prices. Former- 
ly, offérs of grain were ridiculously low at 
harvest, just when farmers must have mon- 
ey for harvest expenses. By co-operating it 
was found possible to get credit, so that 
60 per cent of the market value of the grain 
is advanced to the growers at harvest time, 
when they need it. An orderly marketing 
of grain is made possible and there is no 
flooding of markets. 

This organization was originally a 
branch of the California Farm Bureau Ex- 


Exeter, former forester; M. A. Lindsay and 
W. E. Gilfillan of Visalia, assistant farm ad- 
visers of Tulare county, have been active 
in the development of this larger project. 


Last fall, a group of prominent Tulare 


county men were taken to the Whitaker 
Forest site and inspired with interest in the 
project. Throughout the winter the leaders 
were active, and permission was, secured 
from the board of regents of the University 
of California to establish the camp, unders 


_ the clause in the gift providing that it be 


maintained as a camp for forestry. 

Kern, Tulare, Kings, Fresno and Madero 
counties saw the value of the camp, and 
this spring each county donated $300 for 
permanent improvements while the univer- 
sity gave $600. C. E. Pennebaker, contract- 
or of Exeter, and his crew of men, gave 
their time for construction of present bufld- 
ings, benches, and the like, devoting week- 
end outings to this purpose. 

Eventually it may be desirable to develop 
two camp sites with about equal facilities, 
one for boys and one for girls. A swim- 
ming pool has been constructed where Es- 
hom creek crosses the property and this 
is a popular feature of the camp. Later on 
two camps may be built, one for boys and 
one for girls. 
are cared for in rotation, facilities being 
provided for 100 people at a time. Formal 
dedication of the camp was held on July 
4, when a big picnic was sponsored by the 
farm bureaus of the five counties. 

The camp program combines educational 
and recreational features. Interested men 
and women of the valley frequently come up 
for a night or so to assist in campfire enter- 
tainments. Many donations of fruit and 
vegetables are received. Tents are pro 
vided through the bureau of animal indus- 
try. The cost for the boys and girls is about 
a dollar per day apiece each one providing 
bedding. 

Officials of the extension service, farm 
bureaus or agricultural instructions from 
high schools of the various communities of 
the five counties interested, make up the 
leaders. Supervisor Frank P. Cunningham 
of the Sequoia National Forest has indicated 
his willingness to co-operate in the improve- 
ment of the road leading to Whitaker Forest 
by the practical way of the loan of a tractor 
and road grader. Each agency, it is expect- 
ed, will contribute yearly toward the gener- 
al fund for improvément of the site. 

The committee on schedule is made up 
of a representative from each of the five 
counties, and the counties take turnsin send- 
ing to the camp their quota of budding ag- 
riculturists and foresters. Altogether, the 


project makes a delichttul,, combination. of

change. However, when in 1924°the State 
exchange retired from business, the val- 
ley. growers were reluctant to go back to 
selling individually, and so the local organ- 
ization went forward alone. It has offices 
and representatives in Los Angeles. Some 
100 growers are members of the concern, 
and the board of directors, consists of nine 
of the largest growers. 

The cost of marketing through this as 
sociation is approximately $1 a ton. This 
pays storage as well as selling costs. 

Not only are growers financed, but they 
are in touch with authoritative informa- 
tion. The board of directors authorizes 
the sale in pools, and money is distributed 
back to growers whenever there is a sur- 
plus. 

The operations of this exchange have 
had a stabilizing effect on prices through- 
out the State. Imperial barley begins its 
harvest in late April or early May before 
other sections of the State are harvesting. 
A rather generous amount of this grain 
may be sold witout hurting general prices. 
Then, as soon as the northern grains open 
up, Imperial retires from selling, which 
allows other movements. So far this year, 
two returns from pools have been made. 
It will probably be December before sell- 
ing will be resumed in sufficient quantity 
to again declare a surplus to the growers.

ITH the goodly prospect of convert- 
ing into sugar the largest beet crop of 
any grown in five years, the Ameri-

per acre will be considerably above the av- 


erage, and the Oxnard factory, said to be the 


second largest of its kind in the world, will, 


for the present season, be run at full capac- 
ity. Twenty-four-hour operation is sched- 
uled and some 700 men will be wr in 
the great establishment. 


At the rate of approximately thirty cars 
a day, the railway, owned and operated by 
the company, transports the crops from the 
fields in the Oxnard district to the factory, 
and each car has a capacity of about fifty 
tens. There are some thirty miles of this 
railway, Bbullt expressly for the conveyance 
of the sugar beets to the sheds. There are 
elevated runways, especially constructed for 
the convenient dumping of the cars and 
trucks of beets into flumes, through which, 
by a unique water and air-pressure system, 
the beets are carried into the main building.

Although the especially lerge 
yield of the present season is due in a meas- 
ure to favorable climatic conditions—rain 
at just the right time was especially conve- 
nient-—-the outstanding reason for the heavy 
crop was the careful atteption given by the 
farmers to seed-bed preparation, to good 
thinning, to timely cultivation and to proper 
irrigation. 


One of the most useful undertakings of | 


the company in recent years has been the 
development of some 8000 acres comprising 
the Springville Ranch and other land pur- 
chased adjoining the old holdings. About 
forty-five miles of drainage ditches were 
constructed two years ago, and the result of 
the installation of this irrigation system has 
been a steady increase in both the amount 
and the quality of the harvest in this dis 
trict. Rotation of crops is practiced on the 
ranch, the cycle being beets, lima beans, 
barley and alfalfa. The greater part of the 
ranch is farmed by the company; But mq y 
tracts are leased to tenants. 

Besides growing to some extent its own 
beets, the Oxnard company, in giant kilns 
on the premises, produces its own lime. 
Thousands of tons of limestone and scores 
of cars of coke are shipped to the factory 
to yield the lime needful in the process of 
sugar purification. Natural gas, piped from 
the Ventura oil fields, is used throughout 
The Oxnard factory 
maintains its own water system for con- 
stant use and also for fire protection, and 
a crew of men are trained to guard against 
the always present fire menace at the plant. 

The principal by-product is beet pulp for 
cattle feed. A special warehouse is given 
to the storage of the pulp, for which South- 
ern California furnishes an almost exclusive 
market. 

Besides the main buildings and offices, 
which are of brick, and the elaborate sys- 
tem of wooden runways and sheds adjoining 
the factory, there are grouped about the 
grounds a series of large store houses, for 
sugar and for pulp, and buildings. for hous- 
ing much special apparatus and equipment. 
Nor is all strictly utilitarian, for the drives 
and buildings are graced with palms, and 
the brick walls of the office buildings and 
the factory are made attractive with vines, 
and the gardens about the homes of mana- 
ger and superintendent and about the club- 
house are attractive.

Even producers, once 
so sure that the American public could en- 
dure nothing but the happy ending, have 
sensed this need for tears in us, this renals- 
sance for aroused sympathy outside of our 
selves. 

It was true that we could not bear unhap- 
py plays and pictures during and for some 
years after the war. Our tears for our own 
sorrows were too near ‘the surface. Come- 
dies and hilarities, happy love stories, sweet 
cutcomes, were very necessary to us then—. 
.o9 save us from the weakness of weeping 
for ourselves, to offset the real human 
tragedies that beset the world in such wide- 
spread horrors and bereavements. Our real 
tragedies were too intense to permit us of 
expending sympathy on artificial, fictitious 
woes of unreal people. 

- But for a year or two now our woes have 
become more trumpery, less poignant—irri- 
tations rather than sorrows, material rather 
than spiritual sorrows—@specially here -in 
the United States, where the dire effects of 
war were so soon minimized by prosperity. 

This prosperity of ours could so soon 
have made us hard, selfish, unfeeling. We 
were in danger of becoming shallow, light- 
minded, pitiless. Our sympathies were be- 
coming dulled through lack of exercise. We 
began magnifying trumpery personal woes 
into tragedies—-and wéeping for ourselves. 
We began preaching doctrines of glorifying 
personal success, of righteous covetousness, 
of the importance of personal material gains 
—and ignoring loyalties, sacrifices, renuncl- 
ations. We were forgetting, that it is more 
blessed to give than to receive. We were 
transferring our craving for the happy end- 
ing exclusively to ourselves.

Once more 
our sympathies were to be stirred, our tears 
shed for the distresses of others than our- 

And so we had “All God’s Chillun” on the 
stage—and even Arlen’s “Green Hat” in an- 
other sphere served the turn. And we had 
“Beau Geste”—that horrible, though ex- 
quisite story of brotherly devotion and glori- 
ous renunciation—masculinity at its bravest 
and best, with never a sex interest any- 


where, and a heartbreaking ending. Came. 


to “Resurrection”—another story of splendid 
renunciation, precious sorrow. And now 
Emil Jannings in “The Way of all Fiesh,” 
the story of a magnificently broken man— 
just as “The Last Laugh” might have been 
but for the misguided judgment that tacked 
on a stupid, illogical happy ending. Then 
too, there was “Stella Dallas”—the story of a 
supreme renunciation by a mother. And 
each and all of them proved outstanding suc- 
cesses, in a world that had almost forgotten 
how to weep selfless tears of wondrous sym- 
pathy. 


So many of us, steeped in the hardened 
traditions of our war restraints and culti- 
vated tastes. for exaggerated hilarities, 
through which we could laugh and forget, in 
case we should weep, feared to expose our- 
selves to distressful drama at fist. We had, 
rather nobly, come to believe that tears 
were weakness, that tears were a disgrace— 
as indeed, they we during that dread 
period of sublime en ce and superlative 
sacrifice., 

But in our hearts we knew we needed 
tears. Not the petty, paltry tears we were 
tempted to shed for our little personal woeg 


—not tears of self-pity, but the deep emo- 
tional tears of human sympathy. And once 
we had exposed ourselves to these ennobling 
dramatic productions, and wept for the 
tragic portrayals of the conditions some fel- 
low humans are called upon to endure, and 
gloried in the sacrificial capacity, the divine 
loyalties of which humans are capable, 
Heaven be praised, we were conscious of a 
purifying, an honest ennoblement . stirring 
within ourselves. 


It ig rather wonderful, this precious in- 
stinct that has won us back to tears, that 
has aroused our deep appreciation of the re- 
nunciatory virtues, that is restoring loyalty, 
deep and honorable love, the will to sacrifice 
within us. 


It was a dreadful period during which we 
belittled sacrifice, scorned  distressful 
loyalty, ridiculed the sublime doctrine of re- 
nunciation. That is only decent, worthy, 
when it is directed against ourselves, Only 
our own sacrifices, our own loyalties, our 
own personal renunciations can decently be 
belittled. Only then are tears shameful, 
tears of self-pity. 


But the tears we shed at these dramas, 
which ennoble these fundamental virtues, 
are precious tears—for they train our imagi- 
nations, our synipathies, our capacity to 
love. They excite our understanding, and 
prompt us to envision the woes of others, to 
read the inner concealed turmoils and prob- 
lems of our fellow men. 3 


A cleaner, finer form of humor is gradual- 
ly being injected into our drama too, Real 
humor is merely sympathy in an unsenti- 
mental form. Not the wise-cracking form of 
so-called humor, not the cynical form, not 
the smutty form—but the sort of humor that 
we use to minimize sorrow, to soothe heart- 
aches, to banish hurts, to dry another's 
tears. 

Not the sort of humor that ridicules an- 
other’s woes, but the kind that wins the sor 
rowing ones to smiles. 

That form of humor is not necessarily 
tearless—it weeps with and for another's 
hurts beneath the laughter. 
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But some great human instinct warned us 
that we must have ‘tears. It is our best 
subconscious selves awakening to save our 
souls. 
The one passage in A. M. S. Hutchinson's 
“This Freedom” which has remained in my 
mind, was that in which Rosalie wept for ee 
the sorrows of her rapidly-degrading friend 
—tears, precious unselfish tears for the sor- 
| rows of another. And the author asks us to 
look upon Rosalie, weeping unselfish, gen- 
emotion with complete selfiessness for the 
last time. . . . emd after that we see a 
hardening Rosalie develop through the 
years.

In the past the only news that came from 
Helsingfors was concerning the latest vicis- 
situdes of the Bolsheviks.

Apropos the Peet 


There are a number of questions inevit- 
ably asked by those who contemplate a fast. 
Being an unorthodox means of health acqui- 
sition, the technique of the fast is often lit- 
tle known. Consequently, I shall endeavor 
to present a few of the pertinent angles in 
the conduct of the fast. 

Q. What preparation should one make for 
a fast? 

A. None, except mé@ntal relaxation, the 
knowledge that the fast will do good, that 
there is nothing to fear from it and that 
food is not the immediate, indispensable 
wherewithal of existence. 

Q. How much water should be consumed 
during the fast? 

A. No more than the thirst requires un- 
less special pathological conditions are pres- 
ent and it is so indicated by the doctor in 
charge. 

Q. Should one take enemas during the 
fast? 

A. If the fast is for digestive purposes, 
enemas are almost invariably advisable. As 
a rule, start with two enemas of*two quarts 
each the first day, one enema of two quarts 
the second day, one enema of one quart the 
third day, and thereafter as long as the fast 
continues, ohe enema of one quart every 
forty-eight hours. There are exceptions to 
this genera] principle, however, depending 
on the individual equation. 


Q. What should the daily activity be Gus- 


ing the fast? 

A. Generally there need. be no deviation 
from the normal conduct of ,daily pursuits. 
Strenuous labors, mental and nervous 
strains, however, should be avoided. It Is 
advisable to stay at home instead of going 
on long auto drives and to confine physical 
activity to walking, perhaps to some light 
gardening, and to a sport of a mild variety. 
Just ag important as activity, however, dur- 
ing the fast, is relaxation, which should al- 
ways follow activity. 

Q. Is an absolute water-only fast advis- 
able? 

A. That depetids on the reason for the 
fast. Many times one can get just as good 
results from what is known as the fruit- 
juice fast—diluted orange juice, prune juice, 
tomato juice, or, in fact, any other catyyot 


‘extracted fruit juice. The fruit juice fast 


has the advantage that it generally does not 
leave the patient so weak and exhausted as 
the absolute, water-only fast. 
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Q. What are the indications for breaking 
a fast? 

A. It has accomplished its purpose when 
the tongue is cleared up, when the breath 
is sweet and when the symptoms of disease 
disappear. The fast should be stopped when 
there are indications of extreme toxemia 
such as extreme faintness, violent purging 
and vomiting, severe and unbearable pains, 
giddiness and nausea of a severe type, a 
low state of vital energy, and when a physi- 
cal examination by the doctor reveals that 
other pathological symptoms understood by 
him are present. 

Q. What is the most advisable method 
of concluding a fast? 

A. There are many techniques, The fa- 
vorite one is to start with very greatly di- 
luted fruit juice, gradually increasing its 
strength. For instance, start with one-fifth 
of a tumbler of orange juice and four-fifths 
water; two hours later, two-fifths orange 
juice and three-fifths water; two hours lat- 
er, three-fifths orange juice and two fifths 
water, and so on until one takes the fruit 
juice straight. Follow this later by the 
fruits in their natural state, then by some 
cooked vegetables and then the regular die- 
tetic program. 

Q. Is the fast a valuable curative agent? 

A. When all theories have been brought 
down to bedrock, the fast is Nature's most 
powerful healing work, as close a panacea 
for human ills as modern science will ever 
discover. It is Nature’s sublime “heap much

ecclpied California in 1769, its chief object 
was to prevent Russia's occupation of it, 
principally by the establishing of a fort at 
Monterey: and by the founding of missions 
at Monterey, San Diego, and one between 
those two at San Buena Ventura, the Indian 
population was to be converted to the doc- 
trines of the Prince of Peace, and thus save 
Spain the expense of supporting the large 
military force necessary to conquer and 
hold down the numerous Indiag tribes of 
California. The’ mission friars numbered 
amongst their ranks many devout and able 
men, who yearned to convert the red 
heathen wandering around “totally naked, 
like Adam in Paradise before the fall” 
(Crespi.) 

Under the successive governors of Call- 
fornia the threefold aspect of the California 
government was developed and extended. 
The predominant military system was based 
on the four presidios (forts) and military 
districts of San Diego, Santa Barbara, 
Monterey and San Francisco; the civil sys- 
tem was founded upon the two pueblos 
(towns) of Sam Jose and Los Angeles; and 
the mission system developed a chain of 
missions that extended from San Diego to 
Sonoma. 

By 1820 there were twenty missions in 
California, with nearly 21,000 Indians who 
tended the 350,000 head -of cattle, horses, 
sheep and mules belonging to the missions, 
which also annually produced about 114,000 
bushels of farm products, through the labors 
of these unpaid Indian iaborers. 

The decree of Spain's Cortes in 1813, and 
the order of the King of Spain in 1821, re- 
quiring the secularization of the California 
missions had been evaded by most of the 
Viceroys of Mexico, and had been postponed 
or ignored by the governors of California. 
When Mexico shattered the shackles that 
had bound it to Spain, the Mexicans at once 
demanded that mission exports were to be 
taxed, like other products. Also, the mis- 
sions agreed to help support the soldiers 
and government, even as they had, in fact, 
done from 1810, to this time. And the sit- 
uation was intensified by a formidable re- 
volt of the mission Indians, who attacked 
and seized Santa Ynez and Purisima Mis- 
sions In 1824, and assailed Santa Barbara. 

Governor Arguello quelled this red rebél- 
lion, and earned the padres’ gratitude; but, 
as most of these friars were born Span- 
lards, still ldyal to royalist Spain, they re- 
fused to take the oath of allegiance to re- 
publican Mexico; and thus provoked further 
and very serious trouble with the Mexican 
governors of California, who were forced to 
take action against two mission heads— 
Sarria and Duran, the former of whom was 
finally put under technical arrest by Gov. 
Encheandia in October, 1825, and threatened 
with deportation from California. Padres 


1829, for his envouragement of the Solis 
mutiny; and that same year, no less than 
fourteen of the Spanish padres were de- 
ported to Mexico as recaicitrant. 

The missions were now large establish- 
ments with vast herds, huge crops and many 
thousands of Indian laborers. And their at- 
titude was a dangerous matter, In Mexican 
eyes. Thus the refusal of the California 
padres to acknowledge the government of 
Mexico, or take the oath of allegiance to 
it, as they always had dome to Spain, led 
to orders being sent from Mexico City, to 
secularize the missions. 

Comformably to these orders, Governor 
Echeandia in 1828 drew up a plan for the 
secularization of the missions; and in the 
summer of 1830 he submitted this plan to 
the California Assembly, which formally ap- 
proved it. By it, the missions were to be 


changed into pueblos—towns, with the usual 
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terey until January 29, 1831—only to find 
that Echeandia had, on January 6, issued a 
decree putting in force his plan of secular- 
ization. Victoria promptly put a quietus on 
this effort; until Southern California, and es- 
pecially Los Angeles, rose in revolt against 
and wounded him at the Battle of Cahuenga, 
thus leading him to resign the governorship 
and return to Mexico—Pio Pico of Los An- 
geles being elected Governor of California, 
pro tem, by the California Assembly, Eche- 
andia, however, proclaimed himself Govern- 
or at San Diego; Zamorano proclaimed him- 
self Governor at Monterey. 

To end this situation, Mexico made Fig- 
ueroa—a very able man—Governor of 
California, and sent him to depose these 
three and carry out the plan of seculariza- 
tion agreed upon; especially ag the Califor- 
nians now demanded that the mission lands 
be opened to settlement. San Diego Mission 
claimed all the land up to the boundaries of 
San Luis Mission, which in turn claimed 
all the land thence, up to the boundary of 
San Juan Capistrano Mission: and itt 
claimed the land northward as far as the 
Santa Ana River, which was considered one 
of the boundaries of San Gabriel Mission. 

San Gabriel Mission claimed everything 
from the San Bernardino Mountains to the 
ocean, except the town lands of Los An- 
geles. 

Governor Figueroa on August 8, 1834, is 
sued a proclamation ordering secularization. 
The missions soon were abandoned or de- 
‘cayed; their lands were divided ,taken up as 
ranchos, or reverted to their original con- 


dition,

Troops 


August 14, 1846—Sloat had occupied Mon- 
terey on July 7, 1846; hoisted the American 
flag over it; issued a proclamation declar- 


the Indian village of Yang-Na, and used it 
to pay Castro’s regular soldiers. But Gen. 
Apathy ruled the roost and fey volunteers 
came forward. 

Meanwhile, Commodore Stockton suc- 
ceeded Sloat in command of the squadron 
of American warships in California waters; 
and he enrolled Fremont’s battalion—now 
recruited to 120 men—in the service, and 
sent it in the sloop-of-war Cyane to San 
Diego, wheTe Fremont was to secure horses, 
mount his battalion, and then march to join 
Stockton on the latter's march to conquer 
Los Angeles. 

Stockton himself sailed to San ‘Pedro, 
where on August 6, he landed six light-artil- 
lery guns and 360 sailors and marines; and 
drilled his men awhile in military move- 
ments on land. On August 11 he marched 
toward Los Angeles, his men dragging the 
guns along by hand, for lack of horses or 
oxen, all of which had been driven inland, 
by order of the Governor, to keep the 
Americans from using food or

route, to Senora, Mexico. Most of his men 
galloped up the Arroyo Seco to the Rancho 
San Pasqual—now Pasadena~—where they 
presently dispersed, each man going to his 
home. Gov. Pico also had fed to a rancho, 
and, a month later, to Lower California. 

Fremont, on August 13, 1846, joined 
Stockton’s camp near Los Angeles. That 
same day they marched into the city, and 
occupied it, meeting with no opposition or 
even open ill-will on the part of the An- 
gelenos, who, thus deserted by their own 
mative leaders, merely shrugged their 
shoulders, and stared silently at the incom- 
ing American troops. Stockton hoisted the 
American flag over Los Angeles, and was 
tendered the allegiance of the prominent 
citizens of Los Angeles. The officials of 
the former regime had gone into hiding, but 
were captured or surrendered, during the 
next few days, and were released on giv- 
ing their parole not to take up arms against 
the United States. 

“Commodore Stockton established head- 
quarters in an old adobe house, situated on 
the spot now occupied by the St. Charles 
Hotel (314 North Main street) and here 
Capt. Gillespie was stationed, with fifty of 
Fremont's men, as the garrison. Stockton 
heard of the buried cannon, and sent out 
and got them—four old iron guns, that had 
been spiked—two of which now stand 
guard at the Broadway portals of the Court- 
Rouse. Two other old iron guns were pro- 
duced, that fall, by the revolting Angelenos, 
but whether they were part of Castro's ten 
or eight guns, history sayeth not. 

Four days after entering Los Angeles 
Stockton issued a proclamation, declaring 
California to be a territory of the United 
States. Several days after Steckton's oc- 
cupatiofi of Los Angeles, there arrived from 
San Pedro, Midshipman McRea, who had 
crossed Mexico via Vera Cruz and Acapulco, 
disguised as a British officer, and now 
handed Stockton dispatches from the Sec- 


’ petary of the Navy, informing him that war 


had been declared against Mexico by the 
United States on May 13, 1846. Thus all 
California was taken possession of—a region 
larger than the thirteen original colonies of 
the United States—without the firing wf a 
hostile shot—for the Bear Flag burlesque 
was merely a side issue. 

Thinking California thoroughly conquered, 
Stockton formed a plan of civil government 


- for California, intimating his intention to 


make Fremont Civil Governor, and so, on 
September 2, Stockton marched his sailors 
back to San Pedro, and sailed to Monterey, 
after forwarding to Washington, by the fa- 
mous scout, Kit Carson, a long report of his 
success in the conquest of California. Fre- 
mont detached some of his men to form 
slender garrisons at San Diego and San 
Luis Rey, and then marched north with 
thirty-five men, leaving Gilleapie and his 
fifty men to hold down Los Angeles: and at 
Santa Barbara left a corporal’s guard as 
garrison of that peaceful place, 


California Joins The United States 


August 6, 1848—Hostilities between the 
United States and Mexico had ceased with 
the capture of the City of Mexico on Sep- 
tember 14, 1847, and on January 2, 1848, the 
Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, ceding Cali- 
fornia to the United States, had been 
signed. The United States Senate had added 
certain reservations of its own, thus delay- 
ing matters, and the war did not officially 


come to an end until May 30—the final sign- - 


ing being on July 4, 1848. Ou August 6, Gov. 
Mason received news as to this fact, and he 
now issded a proclamation declaring Call- 
fornia a part of the United States. But 
everyone was too excited over the great 
discovery of gold in California—found by 
Marshall on January 24, 13848—to pay at- 
tention to anything save getting to these 
glittering gold diggings, where men often 
dug up $100 worth of gold in a day, and every 
stream bed reeked with yellow treasure. 
Even the indolent Angelenos woke up. 
Towns, ships, farms, jobs, families, homes, 
ports were deserted for the diggins, by July, 
when Gov. Mason made a tour of these

People paid thousands and thou- 
sands of roubles to secure places for their 
families somewhere in the holds of the 
Greek, Turkish, Italian, and other ships 
which were coming in veritable fleets into 
the Yalta harbor. 

I presume some of the captains and own-

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Discovery of Los Angeles’ 
Site by White Men 


August 2, 1769—Undoubtedly man has 
lived on the site of Los Angeles from remote 
antiquity, as evidenced by the four petrified 
skeletons found in 1924 near Mesa Drive. 
Close by was also found the gigantic skele- 
_ton of another and different race, abow 
seven feet high, with a heavy jaw, and ap 
parently belonging to the same ancient race 
of early giants whose bones have been 
found in the pits near the ruins of the old 
primitive city near Moapa, Nev. Near Co- 
rona, 420 feet underground, an ancient im- 
plement once used by local aborigines was 
found three years ago. : 

In 1769, when Spain, through Galvez, de- 
termined to protect and hold California 


against the southward advance of Russia 


along the Pacific Coast of America, an expe- 
dition was sent hither under the first Gov- 
ernor, Don Gaspar de Portola, to find and 
found a fort at Monterey harbor, establish 
missions and dtherwise so settle California 
that Russia woulgd be forestalled by the 
actual occupation of this region by Spain. 
Portola reached San Diego and occupied it 
, by July 1, 1769, and on July 14 he set out 

with sixty-seven persons, including Captain 
Rivera y Moncada, Lieutenant Fages, sol- 
diers and friars, one of whom—Padre Crespi 
—kept a diary of this first expedition of the 
white man that ever traversed California by 
land. 

Portola passed by way of the seacoast, 
- within sight of San Clemente and Santa Cat- 
alina Islands, and crossed the Santa Ana 
River which the Spaniards called Hi Rio del 
Dulcisimo Nombre de Jesus—the River of 
the Sweetest Name of Jesus. Next morning 
some earthquakes shook them all up and im- 
pelled them to add “de Los Temblores” to 
this name, thus making it El Rio del Dulcisi- 
mo Nombre de Jesus de Los Temblores—the 
River of the Sweetest Name of Jesus of the 
Barthquakes, 

Portola’s expedition marched on, and that 
eve came to the future site of La Mision 
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Vieja—the first Mission of San Gabriel—in

the San Gabriel Valley, and halted, not far friar 


from the site of Alhambra, on August 1, to 
reconnoiter this new country and to cele- 
brate the jubilee of Neustra Senora de Los 
Angeles de Porciuncula—Our Lady of the 
Angels of Porciuncula—whose feast day it 
was, 


Next day, August 2, they resumed their 
march, and after covering some nine miles 
“we came” (notes Father Crespi) “to a 
rather wide canda (open valley,) having 
a great many cottonwoods and alder trees. 
Through it ran a beautiful river toward the 
north-northeast, and curving around the 
point of a cliff it takes a direction to the 
south. Towards the north-northeast we saw 
another river bed (Arroyo Seco) which 
must have a great overflow, but we found 
it dry. We stopped not very far from the 
river (Los Angeles River) to which we gave 
the name of Porciuncula”—the name of a 
hamlet in Italy, not far from the little 
Church of Our Lady of the Angels, where 
was granted to St. Francis, 
founder of the Franciscan order of friars, 
to which the early mission padres of.Cali- 
fornia belonged. 


Thus it was that the white man first dis- 
covered the site of Los Angeles, which even 
in its natural state and primal beauty %o 
impressed Crespi that he wrote, on first see- 
ing it: “This is the best locality of all those 
that we have yet seen for a mission, besides 
having all the resources required for a great 
town”—a remarkable prophecy one hundred 
and fifty-eight years ago that speaks well 


Situated on the river bank, between Aliso 
and East First street, was the comparatively 
large and ancient Indian town named Yang- 
Na, the home of red men, who traded with 
the Hahamognas of the Pasadenas, the Ca- 
huengas of Cahuenga Pass, the Indian vil- 
lage near La Brea tar pits (who ajone had 
the courage to attack Portola,) and those of 


‘Suanga, near Wilmington, the largest of the 


fifty Indian villages in what is now Los 
Angeles county, 

That evening the Portola party camped on 
the river bank near the site of the north end 
of the Broadway bridge. 

“Immediately ‘upon our arrival,” says 
Crespi, “about eight Indians came to visit 
us from a large rancheria situated pleas- 
antly amongst the woods on the river bank. 
The gentiles (unconverted Indians) made us 
presents’ of trays heaped with pine nuts, 
chia seeds and other herbs. The captain 
(chief) carried a string of beads, and they 
threw us three handfuls of them. Some of 
the old men smoked. from well-made clay 
bowls, blowing smoke in our faces three 
times. We gave them some tobacco and a 
few beads, and they retired well satisfied. 


“Thursday, August 3, at 6:30, we 
set out and forded the Porciuncula (Los An- 
geles) River, where it leaves the mountains 
to enter the plain. After crossing the river 
we found ourselves in a vineyard amongst 
wild grapevines and numerous rose bushes 
in full bloom .. . We kept on our way, 
to the west, passing over like excellent pas- 


tures. After half a league, we approached 
the rancheria of this locality (Yang-Na.) Its 
Indians came out to meet us, howling like 
wolves. We, too, greeted them; and they 
wanted to make us a gift of seeds (one of 
these Indians’ favorite foods was the ground 
and roasted gray chia seeds;) but not hav- 
ing anything ready in which to carry them, 
we did not accept them. ~ The gentiles, see- 
ing our refusal, threw a few handfuls on the 
ground and scattered the rest to the winds.” 


These first and red Angelenos were friend- 
ly to Portola, and afterward to the first set- 
tlers at this place, which was known there- 
after by the Spaniards by the namé of Our 
Lady of the Angels of Porciuncula—which 
suggested the later name given this pueblo 
of Los Angéles when it was founded in 1781. 
On July 4, 1846, they were exiled, and their 
ancient site sold to Juan Domingo by the 
Mexican City Council as the last act of the 
old regime. Upon the site of their Yang-Na 
arose a metropolis of the white race, the 
shadow of whose towering City Hall now 
rests betimes of evenings upon the spot 
where the red man rushed out upon the 
strange white men. 


Rivera y Moncada Governs 
California 


August 14, 1773—When the able and mas. 
terful Inspector-General Galvez decided to 
occupy California for Spain, he came in per- 
son to Lower California, on July 5, 1768, and 
there met Captain Fernando Xavier Rivera 
y Moncada, captain commanding the pre-~ 
sidio of Loreto, Lower California. Galvez 
sent Rivera to California in command of the 
first overland expedition, and Rivera tra- 
versed Lower California with this party, and 
arrived, on May 14, 1769, at San Diego, 
where he was presently joined by Governor 
Portola. He accompanied Portola on his 
march northward to found Monterey. 

After Monterey was founded Governor 
Portola returned to Mexico, where his occu-

accep IMMEDIATELY began to make the 

necessary arrangements for our jour- 

ney to the Crimea.

mext day for Odessa. 

Three days later the ship we had taken in 
Odessa was approaching Yalta, where we 
were to meet my sister and her family, 
whoni we had not seen for over a year and 
had often feared we should never see again. 
It is useless to attempt to describe our meet- 
ing. 

Life in Yalta seemed a veritable heaven to 
us. Here the people one mét were normal, 
while in Moscow every one looked at all the 
affairs of life from the viewpoint of a mad- 
man. Moreover, the horrible state of half- 
hunger was unknown in Yalta, as the town 
was full of provisions and everything was 
about twenty-five times cheaper than in Mos- 
cow. 


Revolution was brewing in Germany, and 
one fine day it became known that the Ger- 
mans were evcavating the Ukraine and plan- 
ning to leave all their ammunition to the 
Professional Unions, which were made up 
exclusively’ of Bolsheviks. It is dificult to 
describe the commotion that this news 
caused among the many officers from the 
Volunteer Army who had come to the 
Crimea to recover from illness and wounds, 


Under its sting Serge rushed about the 
town like a madman and finally was able, 
with several officer friends, to secure posses- 
sion of the ammunition. : 


The local Bolsheviks were beginning to 
raise their heads, and it was several times 
reported to Serge that they were holding se- 
cret meetings. As a result of his activities 
against them at this time, all the doubtful 
characters in the town knew him well by 
sight, hated him, and gave him the nick- 
name of the “White Devil,” which has clung 
to him ever since.

as commandante of our 
California. As the Governor 
of the then united provinces 
of the two Californias was 
stationed at Loreto, Lower 
California, Rivera acted as 
Governor of California.’ 
Meanwhile, an historic event occurred in 
the discovery by Anza of an overland route 
to California. Leaving Tubac, Sonora, on 
January 8, 1774, Captain Anza had crossed 
the wild wastes to the junction of the Gila 
and Colorado rivers; had finally feached the 
San Jacinto Mountains, after a first failure 
to do so, traversed San Carlos Pass, reached 
San Gabriel Mission with Father Garces on 
March 22, 1774, and went om to Monterey. 
He had gone back to Mexico ere Rivera 
came to Monterey. Rivera reported that he 
had too few soldiers to found a mission at 
San Francisco; but, now that an overland 
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Anza took seventeen of his soldiers and 
helped Rivera punish the San Diego Indians, 
and then followed the Viceroy’s orders to 
take his colonists on to Monterey and turn 
them over to Rivera there, and then himself 
proceed to San Francisco Bay and explore it. 
He then set out om his return to Mexico. 

Rivera later gave orders to found a pre- 
sidio (but not a mission) there; and this 
was formally done on December 17, 1776, 
and the presidio commander helped found a 
mission at Dolores on October 9. 


Meanwhile, the famous explorer, Father 
Garces, had, after Anza's departure, gone to 
the mouth of the Colorado, ascended the 
river again to the Needles, crossed the Me- 
jave Desert, traversed the Cajon Pass (the 
first white man to do so,) and arrived at 
San Gabriel Mission. Hence, he traveled 
north, and entered and explored the Tulares 
(San Joaquin Valley) by May 15, 1776—the 
first white man to really traverse it, though 
Fages had skirted it in 1772, in pursuit of 
some deserters. Thence, this enthusiastic 
friar-explorer recrossed the Mojave Desert, 
traveled east along the Grand Canyon, and 
reached the village of Moqui, whence he re- 
turned to Mexico. Meanwhile, it was hoped 
that a route from New Mexico overland to 
California might be found; and on July 
29, 1776, two zealous friars, Escalante and 
Dominguez, actually set out for far-distant 
Monterey, across a vast region hitherto un- 
visited by white men. They penetrated 
nearly to Great Salt Lake, but their food 
gave out, and they had to return Jo Zuni. 

On February 3, 1777, Governor Felipe de 
Neve arrived at Monterey, and Rivera y 
Moncada went to Loreto, Lower California, 
to act as Lieutenant-Governor of the two 
Californias. There he performed his duties 
until he was sent, in the summer of 1780, to 
Sonora, Mexico, to recruit soldiers and ob- 
tain stock for California’s needs. In June, 
1781, he arrived with his cortege of two 
officers, forty-two soldiers and 960 head of 
horses at the new pueblo missions erected 
on the west bank of the Colorade River, near 
the Gila, during the fall of the year preced- 
ing, among the warlike but hitherto peace 
ful Yuma Indians; and thus lost his life in 
the tragedy that took place then and there. 
He had sent his lieutenants on ahead to the 
Mission San Gabriel with most of the sol- 
diers, and with twelve soldiers he crossed 
over to the east bank of the Colorado, where 
he proceeded to pasture his horses, which 
were almost skin and bones, after their jour- 
ney hither through the Mexican deserts, 


The Spanish colonists had enraged the 


Yumas by seizing on the limited tillable 
ground and by allowing their stock to feed 
on the crops and mesquite groves of the In- 
dians, on which this powerful tribe largely 
subsisted. Also, a brother of the chief was 
set in the stocks fot insolence, and Yumas 
were flogged for stealing from the Spaniards, 
who had not brought the Indians the pres- 
ents promised and expected by the red men, 
and now also calmly took possession of the 
Yuma’s fields along the Colorado. 

Infuriated at this, the Yumas on July 17, 
1781, fell upon the two missions simultane- 
ously, burnt them, killed the padres, soldiers 
and all the men, but merely took the women 
and children as captives, after destroying 
these ill-fated settlements. A large band of 
Yumas crossed the Colorado River next 
morning. Rivera and hi§ few men had has- 
tily dug a slight trench, in which they de 
fended themselves bravely against their red 
foes. But the savages overwhelmed them 
by mere numbers, and so the Spaniards per- 
ished to a man. This massacre sent:a thrill 
or horror, followed by a wave of wrath, 
throughout California, Mexico, and even dis- 
tant Spain. An avenging expedition later 
ransomed the captive women and children, 
rescued the captured stdck, and slew a num- 
ber of the Yumas. But this strong and now 
hostile tribe was not subjugated, and their 
hostility thus closed the overland route that 
Anza had discovered in 1774.

California 


August 30, 1815—Lieutenant-Colonel Pablo 
Vicente de Sola, born in Spain, was a typical 
Spanish soldier, loyal and resolute. His 
rule was a troubled one, with three great 
nations eyeing California enviously. Its 
base of supplies, Mexico, was so torn by re- 
bellions against Spain that the annual re 
mittances required to support the California 
government were cut off after 1810, its of- 
ficiala were unpaid, and its soldiers in rags. 
At that time there were only two small 


towns in California—San Jose and Los An- 


geles—besides the little settlements that 
grew up around the presidios of San Diego, 
Santa Barbara, Monterey and San Fran- 
cisco; and the wealth of the country was in 
the hands of the missions, where only the 
padres, their soldier guard and the Indian 
serfs abode. 

Sola levied an impost on the goods and 
produce stored in the huge mission ware- 
houses in 1817. The padres produced the 
goods and accepted as payment therefor Dilis 
of exchange drawn against Spain by Sola 
that amounted to $400,000 by the end of 
1820. This contribution virtually kept Call- 
fornia on its feet. 

Russia had coolly founded Fort Ross, 
sixty-five miles north of San Francisco, in 
1812, on California territory, and its pres- 
ence there Was a constant threat. In 1815 
the Governor of California sent word to Kus- 
koff, its commander, that orders had just 
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come. frem Spain, via the Viceroy in Mexico, 
that the Russians should abandon Fort Ross 
—to which Kuskoff replied that Russia had 
na intention of claiming any territory south 
of the Straits of San.Juan de Fuca-—and let 
it go at that. Im 1816 the famous Otto Von 
Kotzebue and his Russiag seientific expe 
dition visited California, accompanied by 
Dr. Eschscholtz, and met Sola. The chief 
reason for the formal raising, in 1817, of 
San Rafael from its former rank as asie 
tencia (submission) of the sion at San 
Francisco to be a full-fledged mission was 
to thus oppose the further advance of the 
Russians southward. ‘ 

To add another threat to Spain’s cla 
Lewis and Clark had penetrated to the 
mouth of the Columbia River in 1806, greatly 
to the alarm of the Spaniards, whose worst 
fears at this advance of the United States 
were increased by the later founding of As 
toria. The hoisting of the British flag over 
this place, during the War of 1812, only 
brought another and more dreaded Rich- 
mond into the field, in Spanish eyes, and 
Sola was relieved, in 1818, when Great Brit- 
ain resurrendered Astoria the United 
States. Sola’s policy toward Americans was 
one of severity, especially as the medieval 
Spanish orders forbade foreign vessels trad- 
ing, with California—thus leading to much 
smuggling and contraband trade on the part 
of American ships, especially with the towns 
and mission padres. In 1816 the American 
echooner Albatross, under stress of bad 


weather and short of provisions, had to put 


into Santa Barbara; whereupon its captain, 
Smith/and his crew of five were seized and 
imprisoned for some time, although naught 
was charged against him save daring to en- 
ter a California harbor. 


Those were trying times for Spain in all 
parts of the three Americas, for all Spanish 
America, inspired by the example of the 
United States, had risen in revolt against 
the r mother country and were waging war 
against Spain by land and sea, from Cape 


Horn to the northern a of Mexico 
—gave for California, w isolation and 


remoteness from>the scene of conflict, to- 


gether with indifference of the Californians, 
had hitherto secured them from danger. But 
in the spring of 1816 the Governor of Lower 
Californiamnow a separate province-—sent 
word to Governor Sola that Buenos Aires 
(Argentina,) which had revolted and freed 
itself from Spain, had sent its privateers 
into the Pacific Ocean to assist Chile and 
Peru in obtaining their freedom from Spain, 
the common oppressor of them all. These 
Buenos Aires privateers—or “pirates,” as 
the loyal and wrathful..Spaniards called 
them, often justly so—were now capturing 
Spanish ships in the Pacific, were blockad- 
ing the chief ports in South America’s Pa 
cifie Coast, and were expected to assail Mex- 
ico’s and California's coasts.

the angry padre denounced as “a republic 
of hell, and a diabolical union of apostates!” 
Sola sent out soldiers to suppress the de- 
monry of Telame; but the jeering red heath- 
en easily evaded pursuit in the endless maze 
of the vast tule swamps (the Tulares,) and 
waxed fat on the meat of the horses they 
stole from the missions. : 


On September 13, 1813, the Cortes (Parlia- 
ment) of Spain enacted a law that all mis- 
sions that had then existed for ten years or 
more should be immediately secularized, and 
the Indians thus set free; and this applied 
to California as Spanish territory. Secular- 
ization thus was first ordered by Spain, but 
governmental matters were upset in Mexico 
just then, and this law was quietly ignored 
in California, whose governors feared to re- 
lease from mission control their many thou- 
sands of Indians, especially with the few 
troops in California. Ever since 1818, both 
Spain and Mexico had been demanding that 
the California missions be secularized, agd 
the mission Indians set free. The royal 
junta of 1817 had met by the King’s order, 
to consider this matter, and advised him to 
go slow, yet agreed that the King should 
ask the California padres why, after forty 
years’ control of the missions, they had not 
obeyed the law of the Indies, and turned 
their est:)lishments over to ordinary church 
rule. The friars made no reply to the King, 
and hence this monarch in 1820 confirmed 
the decree of 1813, secularizing the mis- 
sions; and on January 21, 1821, the Viceroy 
of Mexico publicly proclaimed this, and sent 
orders through Governor Sola to the head

The old re- 
gime passed, and such swift changes of gov- 
ernment followed as to bewilder the peace- 
ful Californians. Even their ablest poll- 
ticlans failed to keep up with the kaleido- 
scopic changes in Mexico, where intermit- 
tent rebellions against Spain had raged since 
1819 with varying success, until In February, 
1821, Agustin Iturtide, a dashing Spanish 
officer of high rank, had gone over to the 
revolutionist, proclatmed Mexico’s indepen- 
dence, and by September had forced the sur- 
render of the Viceroy of Mexico and the 
Mexican capital, Mexico City, Iturbide and 
a junta ruled Mexico, and in February of 
1822 Iturbide concocted the plan of Iguala, 
by which New Spain was changed into the 
Empire of Mexico, the emperor of which 
was to be a Spanish Bourbon—authority, 
meanwhile, being vested in a regency, of 
which Iturbide was president. This new 
empire was to be independent of Spain, and 
have Mexico City as its capital. | 


Governor Sola and the Spanish padres had 
ridiculed the idea of a successful revolt 
against Spain, and Sola had said that he 
would shoot anyone in California whd dared 
even to talk about revolution. But, in March, 
1822, a ship arrived in California with of- 
ficial information that the rule of Spain 
over Mexico and California was ended. The 
Empire of Mexico had risen on the ruins 
of “New Spain,” and Iturbide’s regency ruled 
in Mexico. Rumors had forecast this action, 
but here was formal notification to Governor 
Sola of the new status quo, along with in- 
structions for California to fall in line and 
take the oath of allegiance to the new em- 
pire. ° 

California was stunned at the news, thus 
confirmed—especially Sola and the intensely 
Spanish padres. Actually, California was 
now a free and independent country, as 
Spain's power over her was shattered, al- 
though, nominally,’ California was still a 
province of Spain, to whose King the Gov- 
ernor, officials, officers and padres had afore- 
time sworn allegiance. The thunder of the 
rebel Argentine guns that shook and took 
Monterey in 1818 had been but a fateful prel- 
ude to this downfall of Spanish power in 
California. But now what was to be done? 
Should California reswear allegiance to 
Spain, or declare her own independence, as 
Mexico had just done, or should she “throw 
in” with this new Mexican empire, bol- 


with Mexico by becoming a part of the Em- 
pire of Mexico? 

The junta’s members, mostly Spaniards 
born, felt like Spaniards, but acted like men 
confronted not by a theory of government, 
but by an actual condition of political af- 
fairs. To men accustomed to being ruled 
.by a kingdom, the new rule of an empire 
did not seem so hard to be borne, and the 
fact that the emperor of this Mexican em- 
pire was to be a Bourbon prince of Spain's 
royal family helped in reconciling their 
minds. They, therefore, soon agreed to ac- 
cept this new dominion over them; and on 


April 11, 1822, Governor Sola, the junta, and . 


all present formajly took the oath of al- 


legiance to the Empire of Mexico, in a pub-. 


lic ceremony replete with pomp and Spanish 
punctilio. A grand celebration of this mo 
mentous occasion wag thereupon held at 
Monterey, and the thunder of the guns of 
this capital of California tolled a stern re- 
‘quiem over the passing of the old regime of 
Spain, and saluted the new era of indepen- 
dence that had dawned for Mexico and Call- 
fornia. 

Next day the junta resolved to conduct a 
formal election, to choose a delegate to rep- 
resent California in the new Congress of 
Mexico, and Governor Sola divided Califor- 
nia into five electoral districts, each of 


which was to choose an elector—these elec- . 


tors to meet at Monterey and choose their 
delegate. The provincial electors on May 
21, 1822, chose Governor Sola as Congress- 
man, with Luis A. Arguello, commandante 
of the San Francisco presidio, as substitute. 

Meanwhile, Mexico was worried as to 
what attitade California would take toward 
the new empire and Mexico. Spain might 
cede California to Russia, to spite Mexico; 
the Russians of Fort Ross might defeat the 
few troops in California and captuge it, and 
the Americans, who wanted trading posts in 
California, might ignore the Treaty of 1819 
between Spain and the United States that 
set the northern boundary of California 
at 42 deg. north latitude, and might 
advance into California and seize upon it at 
this crisis. Fearful of such possibilities, 
Iturbide had decided to send a large force 
to California to hold it, but was prevailed 


upon to send instead San Vicente, a jovial 


canon of Durango, as an envoy plenipoten- 
tiary, to size up matters in Lower and Up- 
per California, persuade them to accept in- 
dependence plus the empire, and appoint for 


each province a Governor “favorable to- 7

plot of Iturbide, the mob of Mexico Oy 
joined with his soldiers in effecting a coup 
d'etat, by which Iturbide was made Emperor 
of Mexico under the title of Don Agustin I. 
So when Canon San Vicente left for the 
two Californias on June 12, 1822, with copies 
of twenty-five imperial decrees in his pocket, 
he had orders to make known to the distant 
Californians the glorious accession to the 
throne of His Imperial Majesty, Don Agus- 
tin I. 


The genial canonigo was a grand mixer, 
the smoothest of diplomats, so he accom- 
plished his imperial master’s designs in 
Lower California, and on September 26, 1822, 
this subtle envoy extraordinary arrived at 
Monterey and suavely proclaimed to the as- 
tounded Sola and the Californians that they 
now owed allegiance to the Emperor Don 
Agustin. Sola and the rest swallowed hard, 
listened obediently, and took their third oath 
of allegiance—this time to Emperor Agustin 
~~the eagle of Mexico replaced the lions and 
castles of Spain on the flagstaffs of Califor- 
nia, and the usual enthusiastic celebration 
followed. 


As, under the new laws of the empitre, 
California was granted a Legislature, to be 
composed of a president and six members, 
on October 22 San Vicente called an elec- 
tion to select these local legislators. Mean- 
while, he abolished the posts of the commis- 
sioners of San Jose and Los Angeles, 
through whom the governors had bossed the | 
alealdes (mayor-judges) and ayuntamientos 
(town councils) of these towns, and he also 
pronounced the mission Indians to be Mext- 
can citizens, who might reside outside the 
missions when deemed worthy of this privi- 
lege. 

In October San Vicente also visited the 
Russian Fort Ross, and later ordered that 
the old Anza overland route to Mexico be 
reopened, so that troops ‘might be rushed 
over it to California, in case the Russians 
should try to seize California. It was with 
this same intent that Governor Sola had, 
this very year, requested Commandante Nar- 
bona of Sonora to suryey a road from Tuc- 
son to the California peninsula. 


The electoral junta met at Monterey on 
November 9, 1822, and chose Luis A. Ar- 
guello, native son and commandante of San 
Francisco Presidio, as President, and six oth- 
er men as members of the First Provincial 
Legislature of California. By virtue of his 
office, Arguello became the Acting Governor 
of California—thus replacing Sola, who had 
not only been the last Spanish Governor of 
California, but also—for seven months—the 
first Mexican Governor of it. Sola went on

T WAS while the rear wheels of the little
